House Panel: 

Cut All HOPWA Funds 

GOP Wants Ryan White Slashed by $13M This Fiscal Year

House Appropriations 
subcommittees have begun 
to rescind, or take back, 
federal money appropriat¬ 
ed for the fiscal year that 
began last October. Part of 
the Republican “Contract 
With America,” the move 
aims to cut $15 billion in 
federal spending. AIDS 
programs are among those 
taking hits. 

In a session beginning 
Wednesday, February 22 that last¬ 
ed well after midnight, the sub¬ 
committee on Labor/Health and 
Human Services/Education voted 
to reduce spending on Ryan 
White CARE Act services by $13 


million, approximately two per¬ 
cent of the $633 million appropri¬ 
ated for this year. AIDS preven¬ 
tion/ education funding to the 
Centers for Disease Control 
(CDC) lost $23 million, half of 
the increase in funding over last 
year. 

The Veterans Affairs/Housing 
and Urban Development subcom¬ 
mittee zeroed out the entire $186 
million earmarked for the 
Housing Opportunities for People 
With AIDS (HOPWA) program 
on the following day. President 
Clinton, in December, tried to 
eliminate funding for HOPWA in 
his budget for next year, but a 
wave of protest by AIDS activists 
caused him to reverse that deci¬ 
sion. 

Most of the votes were along 
party lines, with Republicans unit¬ 
ed in cutting spending. The one

A suspected thief known as 
“Seattle Mike,” now facing a sen¬ 
tence of roughly 20 years in prison 
for allegedly robbing San Francisco 
gay men, has refused to plead guilty 
on a negotiated settlement for less 
than the maximum sentence. 

Defendant Michael Raab, also known as 
Michael J. Johnson, rejected the offer by the 
district attorney’s office in an appearance in 


municipal court here Friday, February 24, 
before Judge Jerry Benson. 

Eleven different victims are currently 
alleged in the complaint against Raab, with a 
twelfth under consideration. Most have been 
identified as older gay men who say Raab met 
them in Polk and Castro area bars and adult 
bookstores and subsequently robbed them. 

George Beckwith, an assistant district attor¬ 
ney assigned to prosecute the case, said a pre- 
hearing conference to “set the case” is now 
scheduled for Friday, March 17. That confer¬ 
ence might lead to a lengthy preliminary hear-

exception came on amendments by 
Democrat Nancy Pelosi of San 
Francisco, to restore the Ryan 
White and CDC money. C.W. 
“Bill” Young and Dan Miller, both 
Florida Republicans, crossed over 
to support the effort. It failed in a 
7-7 tie. 

AIDS lobbyists are pushing to 
reverse that when the full 
Appropriations Committee meets 
Thursday, March 2. “All we need is 
six Republicans in the full commit¬ 
tee,” said Gary Rose, legislative 
director with the National 
Association of People With AIDS. 
He thinks they have a shot at get¬ 
ting them. 

“A very cynical game is being 
played,” said Alexander Robinson, 
lobbyist on AIDS issues for the 
American Civil Liberties Union. 
He believes the House

Gidley Honored By Golden Gate U.

A gay man who has spent thousands of hours 
as a volunteer with AIDS patients at a city hospice 
has been honored with the 1994 Distinguished 
Service Award by the Golden Gate University’s 
Alumni Association. 

Allan Gidley, a longtime GGU employee, was 
honored at an awards luncheon last Wednesday, 
February 22, at the Sheraton Palace Hotel. 

Gidley was recognized for service to the uni¬ 
versity and for his compassionate work with peo¬ 
ple with AIDS. 

Gidley has been an AIDS hospice volunteer at 
the Garden Campus of California Pacific Medical 
Center in San Francisco for more than five years. 
He originally became involved in working with 
AIDS patients when one of his own employees 
contracted HIV and became ill. Three years ago, 
he won KRON-TV’s “People Who Care Award.” 

Gidley has also served as the university’s AIDS 
liaison to educate employees and other managers 
about the disease, and has become its ex-officio 
AIDS information as a result. He said he is proud 
to be a part of a university with a supportive, 
enlightened, and progressive attitude toward his 


role in the AIDS war, and toward gay and lesbian 
people in general. 

Gidley is director of auxiliary services at the 
university and has headed its retail operations, 
including Golden Gate University Bookstore, for 
more than 25 years. 

The Distinguished 
Service Award is the high¬ 
est honor given a universi¬ 
ty employee by the alum¬ 
ni. It is given annually in 
recognition of exemplary 
leadership and outstand¬ 
ing service to the universi¬ 
ty, its students, and the 
community. 

“What added meaning 
to me for the award was 
not just my work at the 
university, but with my 
work with AIDS patients. 
From the very beginning 
the university has supported me in that,” Gidley 
told the B.A.R.

Cal National Guard Lieutenant 
Fights “Don’t Ask” in Courts

Andrew Holmes, a former California 
and U.S. Army National Guard officer, 
has filed the first lawsuit that challenges 
“Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” military regula¬ 
tions on both state and federal constitu¬ 
tional grounds. 

The suit was filed Tuesday, February 
28 by attorneys Paul Wotman of the Law 
Offices of Paul Wotman, and L. Jay Kuo 
of Howard, Rice, Nemerovski, Canady, 
Falk and Rabin. 

Holmes, who was a Lieutenant, 
announced his homosexuality to his 
California National Guard commander on 
June 4, 1993, and was told less than two 
weeks later the military was moving to 
withdraw his federal recognition as an 
officer. 

Three months after the Department of 
Defense’s new regulation about homo¬ 
sexuality went into effect last February, 
discharge proceedings against Holmes 
were underway. 

Holmes was discharged from the U.S. 
Army National Guard last October; he 
was discharged from the California Army 
National Guard on January 3. 


According to Wotman, Holmes’s suit 
is the first to challenge a dismissal from 
the military under the provisions of 
Assembly Bill 2601, which amended the 
state labor code to specifically prohibit 
sexual orientation in employment. 

“Governor Wilson is named as a 
defendant because he is the commander- 
in-chief of the California Army National 
Guard, and ultimately is responsible for 
enforcing California law. He signed AB 
2601 into law and is sworn to uphold it,” 
Wotman said. 

According to Kuo, Holmes’s discharge 
based on his sexual orientation violates his 
right to privacy and his right to equal pro¬ 
tection under the California constitution. 

Holmes’s right to privacy is violated 
because the California Army National 
Guard discharged him for presuming that 
he will engage in gay sexual conduct 
because he announced his homosexuality, 
the suit charges. 

The Guard cannot discharge Holmes 
for behavior which is not illegal in 
California, Wotman said, observing that 
private consensual sexual conduct was 
decriminalized in California in 1974. 
Woman also said the California National 


Guard violated Holmes’s civil right to 
equal protection, because while all gay 
sexual conduct is prohibited not all het¬ 
erosexual conduct is likewise banned. 

The regulations 
also violate 
Holmes’s free 
speech rights 
under the Cali¬ 
fornia and U.S. 
Constitutions, the 
attorneys said. 

The 36-year-old 
graduate of the 
Califonia State 
University in 
Sacramento is a 
highly decorated 
former military 
policeman, who 
served as a pla¬ 
toon leader in state-wide drug interdic¬ 
tion efforts, was detailed to Germany dur¬ 
ing the Desert Storm conflict with the US 
Army, and served in Los Angeles during 
the Rodney King riots. 

Holmes told the Bay Area Reporter 
that his discharge under the regulations 
means the loss of his military benefits. 


including access to government-spon¬ 
sored medical care and housing perks. 

“It’s an issue of civil rights. For many 
people coming from poor families, the 
military is the only way out,” he said. “It 
remains the country’s largest employer.” 

Holmes told the B.A.R. that while 
many military brass - including his com¬ 
manding general - have told him private¬ 
ly that they support his cause, they are 
unwilling to publicly challenge the mili¬ 
tary ban on lesbians and gays. 

More than 600 servicemembers were 
discharged from the armed forces in 1994 
because they were lesbian or gay, 
Wotman said, and replacing the almost 
20,000 gay men and women dicharged 
form the military since 1980 has cost the 
federal government more than $580 mil¬ 
lion. 

Holmes’s suit is the first filed by a ser- 
vicemember to challenge the military’s 
right to ban private gay consensual sexu¬ 
al conduct. 

Because Holmes was a member of the 
National Guard, the case could be a 
precedent that affects other state militias. 
Eight states currently ban sexual orienta¬ 
tion discrimination. ▼

Local Performer 
Offers To Help 
Alaska Marriages

While the national media’s 
attention has been focused of 
late on the possibility that same- 
sex marriages will become legal 
in Hawaii, the 50th state, a sim¬ 
ilar move is afoot in Alaska, the 
49th state. Two factors seem 
favorably disposed to gender- 
neutral marriage laws in Alaska: 
the state’s lagging economy 
could only benefit if the state 
becomes to gay marriage what 
Nevada is to heterosexual 
divorce; and it is a state where 
most citizens agree cold nights 
require another warm body for 
survival - and avoid being too 
judgmental about which bodies 
end up together. 

Now that a new group has 
formed to push for gender-neu¬ 
tral marriage laws in Alaska, at 
least one San Franciscan is 
determined to help. 
Juggler/playwright/performer 
Sara Felder will hold a benefit 
for the group “Alaskans for 
Marriage” at Josie’s Cabaret 
next Thursday, March 9 at 8 
p.m. Even the show, which 
Felder calls “June Bride,” has a 
marriage theme: she says it is 
the story of her “traditional 
Jewish Lesbian Wedding.” The 


show has settled in for a month¬ 
long run, but only the March 9 
performance is a benefit for 
Alaskans for Marriage 

The founders of the group. 
Gene Dugan and Jay Brause, are 
directors of the Out North 
Theatre in Anchorage and have 
been domestic partners for 16 
years. In 1987 they filed suit 
against the state of Alaska for 
their right to be married. 
“There’s nothing more telling 
about our inequality in society 
than the refusal of the state to 
recognize our most intimate 
relationships,” Brause said. 

Now, with the formation of 
Alaskans for Marriage, a 501-c3 
non-profit organization, Brause 
says they are preparing to 
reopen their case in the Third 
Judicial District of Alaska 
Superior Court - if they can 
raise an estimated $5,000 in 
start-up costs to research and 
file their suit. T

Gordon Shares Koshland Award

Gil Gordon, a San Francisco gay man who is 
executive director of Ingleside Community Center, 
was among the 21 leaders from San Francisco’s 
Oceanview-Merced-Ingieside (OMI) neighbor¬ 
hood honored this year with the San Francisco 
Foundation’s Daniel E. Koshland Civic Unity 
Awards. The awards were presented Tuesday, 
February 27 at the SFSU Seven Hills Conference 
Center. 

As executive director of the Ingleside 
Community Center, the 46-year-old Gordon devel¬ 
oped the first community-based computer literacy 
program. The organization also provides job devel¬ 
opment/job training, a cultural enrichment pro¬ 
gram, criminal intervention support, and a drug 
rehabilitation program. 

Gordon, a native San Franciscan who grew up 
in the city’s Western Addition, has been instru¬ 
mental in forming two of the three major collabo- 
ratives that exist within the OMI community. 

Gordon’s award included $25,000 for Ingleside 
Community Center ($5,000 per year for five years) 
and $1,500 for himself. 

The Koshland Civic Unit Awards recognize 
grassroots risk-takers in the community, the social 


innovators of bold spirit who accept the most stub¬ 
born neighborhood problems as a personal chal¬ 
lenge. 

The San Francisco 
Foundation has assets of 
about $300 million, and is 
one of the largest commu¬ 
nity foundations in the U.S. 
It approved $9.6 million in 
grants and distributed 
$11.9 million in fiscal year 
1994, according to recom¬ 
mendations made by active 
donors, for a total of $21.5 
million. 

The awards are made in 
the spirit of the late Dan 
Koshland, who was presi¬ 
dent of Levi Strauss & Co. 
until his retirement in 
1958. Koshland, who died in 1979, was also a 
prominent civic leader and founder of the San 
Francisco Foundation. “He was committed to fos¬ 
tering civic unity and purpose in the Bay Area,” 
said John Racanelli, chair of the Daniel E. 
Koshland Committee of the San Francisco 
Foundation. ▼

Crystal Symposium Next Thursday

Crystal methamphetamine 
(speed) use is becoming 
increasingly prevalent in the gay 
community, warns Matthew 
Denckla, 29, a concerned gay 
man who is a health information 
specialist with the Marin AIDS 
Project. The Marin Independent 
Journal , in a recent page one 
story, says it is now the synthet¬ 
ic drug of choice in Marin, and 
the same is obviously true in the 
San Francisco gay community. 

“The drug is more addictive 
than heroin, and recovery from 
crystal Meth addiction can be a 
long process, frequently fraught 
with relapse,” Denckla told the 
B.A.R. He said it is frequently 
snorted, swallowed, used intra¬ 
venously, and injected by 
syringe rectally. This can be 
very damaging to the rectum, he 
warned. 

Denckla calls the drug “per¬ 
nicious,” only partly because it 
is cheaper and more long lasting 
than cocaine. 

“For people living with HIV, 
it is a real no-no,” Denckla said. 


Denckla will be panel mod¬ 
erator at a community sympo¬ 
sium on the issue to be held in 
San Francisco next Thursday, 
March 9. The symposium will 
be held from 7 to 9 p.m. in the 
Audre Lorde Room at the 
Women’s Building, located at 
3543 18th Street. 

For an hour panelists will 
discuss the facts and then the 
audience will be asked to offer 
their viewpoints and experi¬ 
ences for an additional hour. 

Panelists will include Dr. 
Diana Ammodia, medical coor¬ 
dinator of HIV services at the 
Haight-Ashubry Free Clinics; 
Paul O’Malley, program manag¬ 
er and epidemiologist, HIV vac¬ 
cine study, San Francisco 
Department of Public Health; 
Tom Moon, therapist in private 
practice; and Eliot Ramos, 
youth intervention coordinator 
in the Communications 
Department at the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation. 
Antoine Garth, co-owner of 
Pantheon Productions, is pre¬ 
senting the “Speed Symposium” 
as a public service contribution. 


“The huge impact of 
methamphetamine can be seen 
in the social life, sex life, and 
daily life of many gay people,” 
Denckla said. “In addition to the 
extremely addictive components 
of crystal Meth, many commu¬ 
nity health professionals see 
this widespread use to be partic¬ 
ularly problematic for preven¬ 
tion of HIV transmission. 
People high on crystal Meth 
often take sexual risks.” 

Speed is so prevalent and 
problematic among gay and 
bisexual men in Seattle that a 
specific HIV prevention/educa¬ 
tion campaign has been estab¬ 
lished by the Seattle King 
County Department of Public 
Health. 

Widespread use of speed 
among gays, lesbians, transgen- 
dered individuals and other 
young people in San Francisco is 
well known. Denckla said it is 
estimated that about 80 percent 
of those in the Haight Ashubury 
Clinic’s HIV infection and sub¬ 
stance abuse addiction recovery 
program are gay men on speed. 
“It is a huge problem,” he said. T

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Operation Concern. 
18 th Street Merge

Operation Concern, the city’s 
largest non-profit lesbian and 
gay mental health services 
agency, will merge with 18th 
Street Services, a gay men’s 
outpatient substance abuse treat¬ 
ment service. The merger will 
become effective July 15, the 
agencies have announced. 

The agencies have a com¬ 
bined annual budget of almost 
$2 million a year, said Dr. Steve 
Burns, 18th Street Services 
executive director. An estimated 
90 percent of the budgets of 
both agencies come from public 
funds. 

No name has yet been chosen 
for the new agency and there are 
no immediate plans to merge 
operations into a single location. 
Bums said. 

“We just negotiated the 
merger and there are a lot of 
questions that need to be 
answered,” Bums said. 

But, he said, no employee of 
either agency will be laid off 
due to the merger for at least 
one year. 

Burns told the Bay Area 
Reporter that the merger was 
essential to the continued sur¬ 
vival of lesbian- and gay-specif¬ 
ic mental health and substance 
abuse services. 

Operation Concern also 
operates Operation Recovery 
and Gay and Lesbian Outreach 
to Elders program for lesbian 
and gay seniors. 

The merger negotiations 
were facilitated by Judith 
Stevenson, a former OC execu¬ 
tive director and one-time vice 
president of California Pacific 
Medical Centers Community 
Services Department. The 
financially troubled medical 
center has dismantled its com¬ 
munity service division and will 
transfer its interest to the new 
organization on July 15. 

Burns said that it was in the 
interest of both agencies to 
merge - OC because of the situ¬ 
ation with CPMC, and 18th 
Street because “sooner or later” 
it would have been required by 
the San Francisco Health 
Commission to consolidate. 

OC director Kevin McGirr 
will become a half-time consul¬ 
tant to facilitate the transition. 


and Burns will become the 
executive director of the new 
agency. 

“We’ve got to figure out what 
to call ourselves,” McGirr said 
in a press statement. “For now, 
we’re using ‘The New 
Organization,’ but that’s just the 
name we came up with during 
negotiations.” 

Operation Concern was cre¬ 
ated in 1974 as a project spon¬ 
sored by the historic San 
Francisco Tavern Guild, a group 
of civic-minded gay and lesbian 
bar owners and restaurateurs 
who were deeply concerned 
about community mental health 
and social service needs. 

It grew from a budget of 
about $100,000 a year to a 
multi-service agency with an 
annual budget of about $1 mil¬ 
lion by 1980, says Supervisor 
Carole Migden, who served as 
OC’s director from 1980-1988. 

“Operation Concern and its 
founding are important parts of 
our community history and I 
would hate to see that lost in the 
merger. I was surprised and 
unaware that the discussions 
had come to fruition,” Migden 
told the B.A.R. “I think the trend 
is toward consolidation, and that 
the trend will continue, but I am 
hopeful that the identity will not 
be lost. Operation Concern has a 
great lineage and a rich history,” 
Migden said. 

The same is true of 18th 
Street Services, said former 
executive director Jerry De 
Jong. Currently pursuing the 
Unitarian-Universalist ministry 
as a student at the Graduate 
Theological Union in Berkeley, 
De Jong is credited with turning 
the once scandal-plagued 18th 
Street Services into a national 
model for gay men’s outpatient 
substance abuse treatment ser¬ 
vices. 

“I think that if the merger 
helps the programs at both agen¬ 
cies survive, that’s great. But I 
hope that it’s done in the service 
of both programs rather than 
just to meet some fiscal bottom 
line,” he said. 

Bums said the consolidation 
will streamline the administra¬ 
tion of both agencies and create 
one agency with a wide diversi¬ 
ty of mental health and sub¬ 
stance abuse services. 


The new agency will be guid¬ 
ed by a 30-person board, com¬ 
bining the 18th Street Services 
board and the OC community 
advisory board. 

The new board will recruit at 
least eight women to balance its 
gender composition. Burns 
said. T

ardi Gras is over. 
Whether you re¬

roll all over you, or not, it’s gone now. 

And Lent is here. 

Yes, it’s a metaphor. But it’s also 
true. 


tobacco or chocolate; and we know 
even the most virtuous people who put 
down their cigarettes or swear off 
candy bars until April 16 can be 
expected to be pretty grouchy and 
uncomfortable at first. 

But those who are able to deny 
themselves the pleasure of being satis¬ 
fied with the world at this moment 
may be establishing a later satisfac¬ 
tion that can last. We hope so. 


For those whose religious instruc¬ 
tion may have passed over Lent, let us 
briefly explain that it is the period of 
40 days (excluding Sundays) between 
Mardi Gras and Easter. 

At this time it is traditional among 
some Christians to honor God by giv¬ 
ing up something they enjoy in their 
earthly life. Some people give up 
sweets for Lent, while others drop 
meat, drinking, or smoking. The 
whole thing is sort of like the annual 
running of New Year’s resolutions - 
except with the added incentive of 
eternal hellfire if they fail. 

The merits of such a belief are not 
for us to judge here. If you want to 
undergo self-denial and penitence, go 
ahead and do it. But we urge readers 
who are observing Lent this year to 
give up something that makes sense. 

Complacency. 

Of all the opiates and crutches we 
use to excess in the gay community, 
complacent contentment may have the 
greatest potential for our destruction. 
Even now, with the Contract on 
America gaining steam and proving to 
be as bad as predicted; with AIDS 
funding being cut to supply more 
money to the Pentagon; and with anti¬ 
gay violence escalating, a wildly inap¬ 
propriate contentment seems to be grip¬ 
ping San Francisco’s lesbians and gays. 
That’s what we would like for people to 
put on hold until April, at least. 

If enough gays and lesbians can 
shake off the urge to be complacent 
until Easter, we may have an Easter 
worth celebrating and a Good Friday 
that really is a good friday. Otherwise, 
that may end up being just another 
weekend to think about crucifixions. 

It won’t be easy to kick the habit of 
being contented, but that is the point 
of Lent, we hear. It’s difficult to think 
peace and quiet is easier to quit than 


Part of the reason we mention this 
is that the 1995 Lenten season marks 
the eighth anniversary of ACT UP’s 
founding in New York. 

The current editor of the B.A.R., 
Mike Salinas, was present at the first 
meeting, and at their next three 
actions. During those first few weeks 
it was obvious to him that a lot of ACT 
UP members - white collar execu¬ 
tives, blue collar delivery persons, the 
mother of a PWA who sat in the mid¬ 
dle of Broadway to shut down Wall 
Street until the cops hauled her away - 
had never undertaken any political 
action before. 

But they did it anyway. It wasn’t 
easy for them, but it was important for 
them, to stop feeling the world was 
okay and to start focusing on the crisis 
24 hours a day, seven days a week, 
until it was over. 

Which, of course, it isn’t. 

What is over, unfortunately, seems 
to be the fire that drove those political 
neophytes. Along the way complacen¬ 
cy crept back into gay lives and a lot of 
ACT UP chapters withered and died, 
like too many of our friends and lovers. 

It may have been unreasonable to 
expect people to be angry - or angry 
enough - to keep ACT UP’s passion 
going all this time; that’s why we now 
suggest being angry only until Easter. 
After Lent is over, the choice is up to 
the individual: some will continue 
trading on the dissatisfaction until 
some political change is effected, 
while others will gratefully trade it in 
for some transitory contentment. 

One more thing: if anyone wants to 
give up something more tangible for 
Lent, we suggest starting with crystal 
meth - another killer of the communi¬ 
ty and its drive to better itself politi¬ 
cally. A symposium on the problem is 
scheduled for next Thursday. Details 
are on page 4. See you there.V 


Those Who Hate 
PBS, Hate You

P roponents of the effort to 
destroy the Corporation for 
Public Broadcasting (CPB), the 
government-supported funding 
agency for the nation’s public 
broadcasting network, have thus 
far been fairly successful in portraying the 
attempt as a libertarian revolt against the so- 
called media elite. The facts suggest otherwise. 

Since figures from the Association of 
America’s Public Television Stations suggest 
that over 95.5 million Americans a week watch 
public television at one time or another, the 
elitism charge is dubious. Not only that, but the 
term “elitism” is a meaningless but effective 
code word thrown around with increasing fre¬ 
quency by the radical right in this country. 

You may not think that funding for PBS is a 
gay issue, but the congressmen engineering its 
downfall are as opposed to you and your rights 
as they can be. 

The men who introduced HR208, the bill 
that would repeal CPB’s statutory authority, 
are Congressmen Charles Canady (R-FL), 
Larry Combest (R-TX), Philip Crane (R-IL), 
Robert Doman (R-CA), Mel Hancock (R- 
MO), Duncan Hunter (R-CA), Ernest Jim 
Istook (R-OK), Ed Royce (R-CA), Gerald Sol¬ 
omon (R-NY), and Bob Stump (R-AZ). We 
also must not forget Speaker of the House 
Newt Gingrich (R-GA), who is not a co-spon¬ 
sor of the measure, but who is leading the 
charge against the CPB. 

These men, all of whom feign moral out¬ 
rage over how a paltry $285 million dollars to 
the CPB is allegedly corrupting America, have 
many things in common. Not the least of these 
commonalties is the fact that they all - every 
single one of them - received a 100 percent 
rating from Pat Robertson’s Christian 
Coalition. And that’s not all. 

Of the 11 mentioned above, six completed 
the 1994 National Political Awareness Test 
(NPAT), sent out by Project Vote Smart, a non¬ 
partisan voter education project. NPAT asked 
scores of questions of 1994 political candidates, 
with the topics ranging from welfare spending 
and AIDS to taxes and the environment. 

Doman, Gingrich, Hunter, Istook, Solo¬ 
mon, and Stump answered the questions. The 
results: All six favor a decrease in AIDS spend¬ 
ing, a decrease in health care spending overall, 
the abolishment of the Department of 
Education, and the retention of the ban on gays 
in the military. All six also favor a decrease in 
taxes for families earning over $140,000 a 
year. So much for the elitism of PBS. 

It’s also instructive to point out that of these 
11 men, all of whom profess an affinity for 
“family values,” seven received a zero percent 
approval rating from the Children’s Defense 
Fund, the nation’s premiere organization advo¬ 
cating for the rights of children and teenagers. 
Canady, Combest, Istook, and Solomon all 
received a rating of less than ten percent. 
Please note also that between them they have 
received in the last two elections more than 
$200,000 in campaign contributions from the 
communications and electronics industry - 
much of which would love to erase the gov¬ 
ernment-funded competition posed by PBS. 

These are clearly men with agendas that 
have little to do with freeing you from the 
tyranny of subsidizing Quilting in Amish 
Country. The radical right and its guiding light, 
the Christian Coalition, are becoming more 
adept at disguising their motives behind talk of 
fiscal austerity and states’ rights. I don’t buy it 
for a minute. 

PBS enlightens and broadens the perspec¬ 
tive of its viewers, and that is the crux of the 
matter: enlightenment is the enemy of radical¬ 
ism, left and right. 

The real problem with PBS is not elitism. 
The real problem is that the Christian Coalition 
knows that PBS makes people smarter. And the 
smarter Americans become, the less chance 
there is they’ll join the Christian Coalition. T

St. Patrick’s Gays 

There is a misconception that a recent ruling of 
U.S. District Judge Mark Wolf actually reverses 
previous court rulings prohibiting the exclusion of 
a gay & lesbian group from Boston’s traditional St. 
Patrick’s Day parade. The fact is, the ruling only 
allows the South Boston Allied War Veterans 
Council, the former sponsors of Boston’s St. 
Patrick’s Day parade, to exclude the gay and les¬ 
bian group from participating in their event, pro¬ 
viding the event is not billed as a “St. Patrick’s 
Day” parade, but as a protest against the previous 
rulings against the Veterans’ group. To comply 
with the ruling, the Veterans’ parade will not be 
held on St. Patrick’s Day (also observed as 
Evacuation Day in Boston), but two days later. 

The gay community should look at this devel¬ 
opment as an opportunity, rather than as a setback, 
for the advancement of our civil rights. This year, 
the Veterans’ group, in their effort to achieve a psy¬ 
chological (albeit temporary) victory, have man¬ 
aged to create a situation, which, if handled wise¬ 
ly, may eventually lead to inclusion, not by court 
order, but by public consensus, of gays and les¬ 
bians in future events. 

The traditional St. Patrick’s Day (or Evacuation 
Day, as originally conceived) parade has always 
been a major opportunity for Boston’s elected offi¬ 
cials to take to the streets for photo ops, hand shak¬ 
ing, baby kissing, and general schmoozing. When, 
and if, a public servant takes to the streets for the 
Veterans’ parade this year, it will be with the full 
knowledge that their participation must be seen as 
a statement of open bigotry, rather than as a cele¬ 
bration of Boston’s Irish heritage. 

In contrast, just across the Charles River, 
Cambridge has announced plans for their own St. 
Patrick’s Day parade, and gone out of its way to 
invite participants of all backgrounds and orienta¬ 
tions. As we enter an era of civil dialog between 
formerly bitter enemies in Northern Ireland, this 
promises to be a genuine celebration in the spirit 
which should characterize the holiday. 

True, the bigots will be marching in South 
Boston, unencumbered this year by the presence of 
those whose ‘lifestyles’ differ from their own. 
Hopefully, though, when all is said and done, the 
people of Boston, the business community, and 
their public servants, whether or not they are Irish, 
gay, straight, or bisexual, will see that society ben¬ 
efits most when all members of that society cele¬ 
brate its diversity, rather than emphasize its differ¬ 
ences.

Practicing Democracy 

I was going to let your not unexpected derisive 
rejoinder to my letter (2/2) go without further com¬ 
ment. Long-time readership has shown me that 
snide comments and ad hominem attacks seem to be 
your stock-in-trade for letters that take issue with 
something you have published. However, I will be 
magnanimous - after all, even you are open to 
redemption! (O.K, calm down: that last sentence is 
a bit of an attempt at humor!) 

You purport to be practicing the art of journalism. 
As such, one would think that you would practice 
the higher virtues of that art, i.e., seeking truth, 
openness to divergent opinions with an eye to the 
promotion of dialogue, and expressing the diver¬ 
gences of views of your target audience. I could go 
on, but those are example enough. What I find in the 
B.A.R., however, is a lack of the conditions neces¬ 
sary for the sort of public dialogue that generates 
authentic political disagreement. To disagree over 
politics in the manner appropriate to a democracy, 
conversationalists must share some understanding of 
how to carry out civic debate and must meet in a 
public forum (a newspaper, perhaps?) where each 
recognizes the other’s vested interest in their shared 
identity as citizens. Your implication that I just 
“don’t get it,” i.e., the connection between the “anti¬ 
homosexual and anti-abortion campaigns of the 
Catholics and fundies” denies at its root (albeit in a 
very flip, off-hand manner) the kind of debate 
between citizens that is vital to a healthy democracy. 
[By the way, in re-reading my original letter, I never 
denied any such connection! That was your spin on 
what I said about Tammy Bruce’s “rantings and rav¬ 
ings.”] Rather than seeking out the “50-words-or- 
less” opinion of the day, you might do your reader- 
ship an infinitely more valuable service by actively 
encouraging and seeking out thoughtful convictions 
which have been developed beyond the level of 
mere opinion. As G.K. Chesterton once said: “An 
open mind, like an open mouth, should close on 
some thing.” 

Your readership deserves to have its suppositions 
challenged, intellects engaged, and opinions devas¬ 
tated where they are not bom of more than spur of 
the moment reaction. It is easy to parrot back what 
seems to be the prevailing opinion of those whom 
support you. However, opinions are often quickly 
formed and even more quickly abandoned. 
Convictions, by contrast, are slowly acquired and 
firmly maintained. Their holders do not surrender 
them readily. They are the public truths upon which 
we all stand, the truths by which we live and die. In 
the 2/13/95 issue of U.S. News & World Report, 
John Leo quotes Jean Bethke Elshtain’s new book. 
Democracy on Trial, as follows: “A compilation of 
opinions does not make a civic culture; such a cul¬ 
ture emerges only from a deliberative process.” 
Even though both Leo and Elshtain are quite con¬ 
servative, in this particular case I believe that they 
both have grasped the issue succinctly. Further on in 
the article, Leo says: “A conviction may be person¬ 
al or religious, but it has to be defended rationally 
against people with different principles, or there is 
no point in discussing it at all.” Is that not a state¬ 
ment with which you can agree? 

I can’t help but believe that if you would operate 
from the premise that your readers are people of 
good will who want to take the opportunity to dia¬ 
logue together about issues over which there is not 
unanimity of belief, then your mocking “tags” to 
letters to the editor would no longer be an approach 
that is compatible with further constructive dia¬ 
logue. 

Rest assured: I will continue to be your gadfly. 
Your paper does our communities much and often 
good service. You can provide even better service by 
encouraging and supporting the feedback of those 
who wish you well and want to do all within their 
power to ensure that the “well” that you are wished 
results in a mitzvah for us all.

Mr. Wilson Goes to Washington? 


Flash! You read it here first! 
Willie Brown will run for mayor 
of San Francisco, and Art Agnos 
will back out in deference to the 
speaker! Really. 

ow, on to the state and 
national news: 
Although Governor 
Pete Wilson still pub¬ 
licly brushes off suggestions 
that he will eventually get into 
the Republican fray for that 
party’s presidential nomination

next year, some of his aides and 
advisors were reportedly care¬ 
fully putting out the word to 
“trusted” reporters during the 
California Republican State 
Convention in Sacramento this 
past weekend that “Pete already 
looms over the other candi¬ 
dates” and would very likely 
enter the race - probably sooner 
rather than later. 

Even the governor himself 
has shifted his position from 
being a “non-candidate” to 
being “undecided.” Indeed, 
some of Wilson’s closest confi¬ 
dants admit that he has been qui¬ 
etly calling GOP activists and 
allies around the country to 
measure the amount of support 
his candidacy might bring. 

Obviously, the specter of 
Wilson as a presidential candi¬ 
date has become the dominant 
issue in California politics for 
the past two months, and the 
man himself has done very little 
to discourage that talk. And 
while the official major business 
of the more than 2,000 delegates 
and party officials attending last 
weekend’s confab was to elect 
new party officers for the next 
two years, most of those present 
clearly had the “Wilson factor” 
on their minds. 

As some of the GOP presiden¬ 
tial hopefuls - Quayle, Kemp, 
Bennett - have removed them¬ 
selves from the fracas, Pete 
Wilson’s stock among party lead¬ 
ers has grown. One California 
Republican member of Congress 
told reporters last week that 
“Pete’s a natural; his coming 
from the largest state makes him 
a sure candidate - he will official¬ 
ly be a candidate by October 1.” 

Originally, the idea of a 
Wilson candidacy for president 
(or the veep slot) was largely 
discounted because of the state’s 
succession laws: Democratic 
Lieutenant Governor Gray 
Davis would become top dog if 
Wilson were on a winning GOP 
ticket. However, many of those 
urging Wilson to run are arguing 
that, by 1997, state Republicans 
will effectively control the 
Legislature (especially the 


Assembly), making it difficult, 
if not impossible, for 
“Governor” Gray Davis to push 
through Democratic programs. 

Wilson’s dramatic comeback 
against Kathleen Brown and his 
identification with two very 
popular issues (illegal immigra¬ 
tion and the so-called “three 
strikes” bill) in this country 
make him a hot political proper¬ 
ty far beyond our state’s borders. 
Another factor that could prove 
to be in Wilson’s favor is the fact 
that the Democrats have repeat¬ 
edly admitted that they have to 
carry California to hold on to the 
presidency next year, and some 
of that party’s higher-ups grudg¬ 
ingly admit that Pete Wilson is 
probably the one Republican 
who could overcome the popu-

larity that President Clinton 
enjoys in this state. 

Wilson for president? I 
wouldn’t bet my first-born on it, 
but the 1996 GOP Convention in 
the governor’s home town of San 
Diego could see a knockdown, 
drag-out fight between Wilson 
and the current front-runner. 
Senator Bob Dole. My guess is 
that the guv gets into it - very 
possibly sooner than we expect.

The Louganis story: When 
Olympic diver Greg Louganis 
announced last week that he 
tested- positive for HIV a few 
years ago and now suffers from 
full-blown AIDS, there were the 
usual tabloid headlines - and 
articles on the sports pages of 
the nation’s respectable dailies - 
but none of the outpouring of 
good wishes and concern that 
followed basketball great Magic 
Johnson’s announcement in 
1991 that he had been infected 
with the virus. 

Why not, you might ask? 
After all, Louganis won no less 
than four gold medals at the 1984 
and 1988 Summer Olympics and 
is considered the greatest com¬ 


petitive diver in the history of 
that sport. Well, Greg Louganis 
publicly disclosed that he is gay 
during last year’s Gay Games in 
New York, and Magic Johnson, 
at least for the record, is hetero¬ 
sexual. Need I say more? 

From D.C. comes the long- 
awaited word that the Supreme 
Court will decide later this year 
whether states can override city 
laws that protect gays and lesbians 
from discrimination. This marks 
the first time in nearly a decade 
that the top court will address a 
major conflict over gay rights. 

However, while the question 
to be argued before the court 
next fall is whether a state’s pro¬ 
hibition on local protections for 
gays violates a fundamental 
right, the more basic test for 
homosexual status - whether or 
not it can be equated with race 
or sex for constitutional protec¬ 
tion against discrimination - 
may very well not be reached in 
this decision, since the Colorado 
State Supreme Court avoided 
that question when it ruled that 
the state’s Amendment 2 violat¬ 
ed the constitutional guarantee 
of equal protection under the 
law. Could the Supreme Court in 
their decision later this year be 
giving us “one step forward and 
two steps back?” 

I guess it takes time, but the 
total number of women in 
Congress increased by only one 
after last November’s election. 

Representative Barney Frank, 
D-Massachusetts, told a Boston 
radio audience that it should be 
legal to smoke marijuana, but 
not to sell it. Frank said he does¬ 
n’t drink, smoke, or do drugs 
himself... but does he inhale? 

The Quote of the Week (from 
the L.A. Times): “Through his 
1994 disclosure that he is gay 
and his sad announcement last 
week that he has AIDS, 
Olympic champion Greg 
Louganis has performed a hero¬ 
ic public service that alone 
deserves ‘A Medal for Courage.’ 
First, Louganis has helped to 
undermine the lingering stereo¬ 
types about gay people; he has 
been one of the world’s finest 
athletes, winning five world 
championships and fame as the 
greatest diver in the history of 
that sport. Second, he has helped 
to educate the public about the 
dreaded disease and to fight the 
stigma still associated with it. 
Louganis, at 35, now faces the 
most severe obstacle in what has 
been a difficult and sometimes 
troubled life; he says he attempt¬ 
ed suicide, had dyslexia, suf¬ 
fered discrimination because of 
his Samoan ancestry, and was 
abused by his adoptive father. 
Against all this, he has tri¬ 
umphed; we can only admire his 
courage.” ▼

Freed of Nature

D uring the past few 
years, I have been stu¬ 
diously avoiding les¬ 
bian poetry. The end¬ 
less walks through forests sim¬ 
ulated by references to flowers 
and “sinewy” limbs (trees) 
became more than tiresome. 
Lesbian poetry began to evoke 
a reaction much like the sauce 
bemaise effect. (This is the 
inclination to vomit upon 
smelling, tasting or, in this case, 
reading something with which 
one has had a negative digestive 
experience in the past.) 

I don’t seem to be the only 
one with this problem. I’ve 
heard more intentionally bad 
poetry written by lesbians 
mocking lesbians in the last year 
on the SF reading/performance 
circuit than I’ve heard “serious” 
poetry trying desperately to be 
anything but bad. I have heard 
and read a few good poems, but 
they were all by authors I have 
been reading for years. The old 
standbys are getting old, and I’m 
not talking age. 

Every once in a while, I 
would try to confront my pho¬ 
bia. I would inch my way 
toward the poetry section of a 
given bookstore, anxiety build¬ 
ing, and open a book. After one 
or two poems - occasionally I’d 
get through three - I’d quickly 
slam it shut and shove it back 
on the shelf, hoping that it was 
in the slot from which I’d taken 
it but unable to actually take the 
time to check. Then I’d run 
away tripping over vegetation, 
full moons and walks on the 
beach, the odor of far too many 
flowers tickling the uvula at the 
back of my throat. 

Recently, however, I was 
caught unawares, duped by my 
poor eyesight. I stood before the 
new releases table in a Mission 
bookstore and a black-and- 
white cover drew my perusing 
eye. Attracted to the image, I 
picked up the paperback book, 
noticing the author’s name: 
Cristina Peri Rossi. 

I think I’ve heard of her, I 
thought to myself. In fact, I think 
she’s a dyke. I quickly opened 
the book, failing to notice the 
words Evohe: Erotic Poems. 

I devoured it. I stood there 


immobile, transfixed by the 
woman, her words, her women 
and the relationships she creat¬ 
ed amongst them. I got halfway 
through the book before I could 
rip my mind (and my cunt) 
away long enough to pay for it. 

I walked the two blocks to 
the bus stop. Peri Rossi has a 
gem of a read here. She discuss¬ 
es women, writing, sex, lust, 
desire, relationships and passion 
all at once with wistful, fleeting 
imagery that is clear and exact 
in its conveying of emotion. By 
the time the bus (that damned 
33) came, I had finished the 
book and started it again. 

Amorous cry 

Between readings, I found 
the title, then read the introduc-

tion and the back to find out 
what it meant. Peri Rossi 
informs us that “Evohe” is a 
word of Greek origin and “was 
the onomatopoeic cry of the 
bacchantes during the feasts 
and rites paying homage to 
Bacchus, the god of wine and 
revelry.” She puts her own twist 
on the word, using 
it “in the sense of 
an amorous cry.” 

In fact, the cry 
of this book is so 
amorous that 

shortly after it 
was first pub¬ 
lished in 

Montevideo, 

Uruguay in 
1971, it was 
banned by the 
military re¬ 
gime. This 
despite the 
fact that the 
original ver¬ 
sion was 
written 
with a 
male nar- 
r a t o r 
talking 
about/to 
women 
in a sensu¬ 
ous manner. 

For Peri Rossi, this collec¬ 
tion of poetry was an act of re¬ 


sistance in an at-mosphere of 
re-pression. Apparently, it was 
heard as such, and it did not 
matter whether the narrator was 
male or not. 

In 1972, the author left 
Uruguay for Spain, where she 
lived in exile and continues to 
live today. She has written sev¬ 
eral works of fiction and poetry 
since the early ’70s, but only 
rereleased Evohe in the latter 
part of 1994 when it was trans¬ 
lated into English by Diana P. 
Decker and published in this 
country by Azul Editions. 

This new version of the book 
has done away with the male 
narrator. Peri Rossi makes no 
mention of this change in her 
introduction but does more than 
mention her feelings about gen¬ 
der. “I believe that in describing 
passion’s psychological mecha¬ 
nism, the question of gender is 
irrelevant. There are men who 
fall madly in love with women, 
women who fall madly in love 
with other women, cats who 
love their masters, not to men¬ 
tion those who are passionately 
obsessed with fishing, gam¬ 
bling, or even computers. ... 
What matters is that anywhere 
... we may always hear a human 
voice crying out against the 
repression of desire: ‘Evohe, 
evohe.”’ T

Anti-Abortion 
Protester 
Arrested 
Up North 

A Redding, California man 
convicted of threatening a local 
abortion clinic has been arrested 
for turning up at the same 
healthcare center. Federal pros¬ 
ecutors say Ronald Max 
Walters, 51, violated his parole 
over the weekend by appearing 
at the Feminist Women’s Health 
Center the night of Sunday, 
February 26. He had previously 
served six months in prison for 
mailing threatening letters to a 
doctor at the clinic. 

Following his release from 
prison, Walters spent ten 
months in a Sacramento 
halfway house and was ordered 
to stay away from Redding. His 
parole required him to remain at 
least 250 feet away from the 
health center for three years. 

Walters, a well-known 
demonstrator at the clinic, was 
convicted of sending an 
unsigned letter in 1993 to a doc¬ 
tor at the center that read: “Dear 
Dr. Bruce, Good Bye.” 

The letter also included a 
quote from the Bible: “Testify 
that he has cursed both God and 
the king. Then take him out and 
stone him to death.” ▼

Local Reaction to HOPWA, Ryan White Cuts

Bay Area AIDS experts have told the Bay Area 
Reporter that the House Appropriations subcom¬ 
mittee’s recently suggested cuts in direct care and 
prevention funding [See story, “House Panel: Cut 
All HOPWA Funds”] would scuttle housing ser¬ 
vices for PWAs in San Francisco and could even 
force the closure of some local AIDS service orga¬ 
nizations that rely on federal funds. 

The proposed cuts - and the rescinding of hous¬ 
ing funds already authorized - will have a major 
impact on all people with AIDS and HIV, they pre¬ 
dicted, but will be disproportionately destructive to 
people of color and low income people with AIDS 
and HIV, including gay men. 

“The rescinding of the housing funds would be 
devastating,” Health Department AIDS Office 
Director Mitchell Katz, M.D., told the B.A.R. “We 
have more than 1,600 low income people with HIV 
infection who are on a waiting list for housing. Our 
only hope for providing a home for them is 
through the Housing Opportunities For People 
With AIDS program.” 

The end of HOPWA? 

“It’s the meat-ax approach,” said John Kouba, 
president of the San Francisco Redevelopment 
Commission. “If the cuts are not reversed, in all 
likelihood, it is the end of HOPWA.” 

An estimated $10 million in HOPWA funds 
administered by the Redevelopment Agency are 
used “to provide rental subsidies for people living 
with AIDS, as well as beds in housing programs,” 
Kouba said. 

Direct care services will suffer a great deal as 
well, the experts say. 

“In terms of services, what’s really going to be 
affected is how much San Francisco gets from the 
‘CARE’ part of Title 1 [federal AIDS funding],” 
said Kerrington Osborne, public policy director of 
the National Task Force on AIDS Prevention. 
Services only recently prioritized for funding - 
such as case management services which link 
clients to services and providers - would likely be 
the first ones cut, Osborne said. 

Prevention programs that specifically target 
women who are sex partners of injection drug 
users; men who have sex with other men for cash 
or other survival needs; and injection users who 


use amphetamines are imperiled. 

Such prevention service needs have been iden¬ 
tified through the Prevention Community Training 
Planning Process launched last year by the CDC, 
Osborne said. 

That process was the first time in a decade 
which “engaged people of color in a substantive 
fashion,” said NTFAP’s president H. Alexander 
Robinson. “To now see those efforts totally under¬ 
mined by these kinds of recissions is short-sighted, 
to say the least,” he said in a press statement. 

The proposed cuts in prevention services are 
exactly half the funding increase AIDS lobbyists 
had secured for the 1995 fiscal year. 

Blindsided by Riggs 

San Francisco AIDS Foundation executive 
director Pat Christen said it was “deplorable and 
despicable” that Republican representatives were 
targeting people “whose very lives” depend on the 
funds. 

Christen specifically blasted First California 
Congressional District Representative Frank 
Riggs, a Republican who represents Lake, 
Humboldt, Mendocino, Del Norte, Napa, and parts 
of Sonoma County, for supporting the cuts. 

“I am very concerned that any member of the 
House from California would support cuts to peo¬ 
ple living with HIV and AIDS,” she said. “It’s par¬ 
ticularly disappointing and galling that Frank 
Riggs supported these proposed cuts.” His move is 
even more surprising since Petaluma, a city he rep¬ 
resents, only recently became eligible for HOPWA 
funds to provide disaster services to people with 
AIDS and HIV who were affected by recent flood¬ 
ing. 

The loss of prevention funds could spell the end 
for some AIDS service groups that depend heavily 
on federal funds for their programs to prevent HIV 
transmission. If shutting down the programs only 
increases the number of AIDS cases, as predicted, 
the end result will be the opposite of a savings, 
experts say. 

“So many studies show that prevention services 
save money that in the long run it’s foolhardy to 
cut prevention funds and thereby increase the num¬ 
ber of people who will ultimately become infected 
with HIV,” Katz told the B.A.R. 

“It’s morally wrong and economically 
unsound.” ▼

Republicans are “establishing a position from 
which to compromise” and realize the entire pack¬ 
age of cuts will not be agreed to by the Senate nor 
signed by President Clinton. It is unclear how suc¬ 


cessful AIDS lobbyists will be in this battle for 
resources. 

“This is no time to retreat on AIDS,” said 
Winnie Stachelberg, senior health policy advocate 
for the Human Rights Campaign Fund (HRCF). 
“The federal government has a responsibility to 
help states and cities address this national health 
crisis.” ▼ 


Housing Rules Discriminate 
Against Gays, Homeowner Says 

Migden Introduces New Legislation, Requests Input

The tradition of collective 
households is long-established in 
San Francisco’s gay and lesbian 
community, but some gay home- 
owners are saying new laws have 
put that tradition in jeopardy. 

One such gay homeowner. 
Bill Trumbo, says that his his¬ 
toric Queen Anne house on 
Church Street in Noe Valley has 
become unfairly subject to local 
rent control laws - and it’s time 
for the lesbian and gay supervi¬ 
sors to do something about it. 

Trumbo says that Proposition 
I, which was passed by voters in 
November, also prevents him 
from living collectively with oth¬ 
ers in his huge house, because it 
makes him a landlord. Once the 
people who rented rooms for him 
were roommates - an informal 
arrangement - but now they are 
legal tenants, with all the addi¬ 


tional legal regulations that 
implies. 

The measure’s passage 
repealed protections for home- 
owners who rented fewer than 
four rooms, and protects tenants 
by prohibiting evictions except in 
certain instances - such as for 
non-payment of rent, illegal 
activities on the premises, or cre¬ 
ating a nuisance, as defined by 
rent control regulations. 

Even there, Trumbo says, the 
proposition is unfairly discrimi¬ 
native, since it doesn’t afford gay 
and lesbian domestic partner¬ 
ships the same flexibility and 
options it gives to traditionally 
married heterosexuals. 

“One such circumstance 
[when it’s possible to make a 
roommate move] is when the 
landlord, or certain relatives of 
the landlord, intends to move into 
the tenant’s room or apartment. 
The relatives that qualify are the 


landlord’s spouse, children, par¬ 
ents, grandparents, grandchil¬ 
dren, brother, sister, or the spouse 
of any of these,” said Assistant 
City Attorney James Cumming in 
a letter to Trumbo. 

“Though frustrating for land¬ 
lords that are members of non- 
traditional families, the ordi¬ 
nance is legal as written,” 
Cumming said. 

A proposal by Supervisor 
Carole Migden to amend the leg¬ 
islation to include domestic part¬ 
ners will be heard at the board’s 
housing and land use committee 
on Thursday, March 9 

Migden told the Bay Area 
Reporter that her office was ini¬ 
tially alerted to the exclusion of 
domestic partners from the legis¬ 
lation by a letter from Trumbo. 

But Trumbo says that even if 
that part of the amendment is 
changed, the issue of alternative

Judge Blocks 
Needle Exchange

SACRAMENTO - Sacramento County’s attempt to 
create a legal needle exchange program to combat the 
spread of AIDS was blocked Friday, February 24 by 
the courts. 

Superior Court Judge James Ford said it violated 
state law banning such swaps. 

The County Board of Supervisors approved the 
concept in November as a way to fight the spread of 
HIV among intravenous drug users. Several studies 
have shown that such programs have cut the rate of 
HIV infection among intravenous drug users, and 
attorneys for the county argued that health and police 
officials had the ability to use emergency powers to 
approve a needle exchange. 

Needle exchanges are illegal under state law, how¬ 
ever, and Governor Pete Wilson has vetoed three sepa¬ 
rate bills that would have allowed such programs to 
move forward, saying they undermine anti-drug mes¬ 
sages and could actually encourage drug use. 

In the absence of formal state approval. Ford threw 
out the program and said the county could not proceed 
with the plan. 

The county has not decided whether to appeal the 
ruling. ▼

Arlo Appoints Don Sloan 
To City Ethics Commission

Lobby for Individual Freedom 
and Equality (LIFE Lobby), 
California’s statewide AIDS and 
civil rights lobbying group, and 
was state chair 1987-1988. 

A resident of the Bay Area 
for about 12 years, Sloan was 
bom in Oklahoma, raised in 
Kansas, and received his law 
degree from Yale Law School. 

Smith told the B.A.R. that 
Sloan’s background in terms of 
experience and community 
involvement, as well as his legal 
expertise, make him well quali¬ 
fied for the post. The district 
attorney appoints one member 
to the five member panel. 
Others are named by the mayor, 
the city attorney, the controller 
and the board of supervisors, 
Smith explained. 


Sloan has also been an active 
board member of the 
Mobilization Against AIDS, 
Bay Area Municipal Elections 
Committee (BAYMEC), and the 
Human Rights Campaign Fund. 

He has extensive political 
campaign and fundraising expe¬ 
rience, was instrumental in the 
defeat of the Dannemeyer AIDS 
initiative, and was actively 
opposed to the LaRouche AIDS 
initiative. He was a founding 
donor of San Francisco’s New 
Main Library Campaign, which 
raised $1.6 million for gay/les¬ 
bian archives. 

Sloan, who specializes in 
business litigation, has been a 
member of the California Bar 
since 1976 and is a member of 
the U. S. Supreme Court bar. T

VIOLENCE IN THE COMMUNITY: AN UPDATE 


Report: Anti-Gay Attacks 
Are Getting More Vicious

San Francisco-based Com¬ 
munity United Against Violence 
will release a report examining 
trends in hate crimes against the 
queer community, together with 
other anti-violence projects 
across the country, in hopes the 
report will raise awareness 
about the high level of violence 
against the gay community. 

“Queers know there is vio¬ 
lence,” said CUAV’s Leslie 
Addison. “The outside doesn’t 
know that. They think that the 
violence doesn’t exist.” 

The report can also benefit 
members of the gay community, 
Addison said, by serving as a 
wake-up call and forcing people 
to ask, “How do we stay safe?” 

In the meantime, before the 
report is released, CUAV says 
that reports of anti-gay hate 
crimes have nearly doubled in 
San Francisco in recent months. 
The agency usually receives 20- 
35 reports every month, but in the 
wake of several highly publicized 
bashings the number of reports 
jumped to nearly 50. 

“This may be more an 
increase in reporting than an 
increase in crime,” said 
Addison, explaining that high 
profile gay bashings increase 
both awareness and reporting. 


But even if the number of 
crimes is not growing, individ¬ 
ual attacks are getting more 
vicious. “Between 1992 and 
1993 we noticed an increased 
level of violence in anti-gay 
attacks,” said Addison. “The 
city is getting more violent.” 

The examples of the 
increased violence abound: ver¬ 
bal harassment seems more like¬ 
ly to escalate into physical con¬ 
frontation now, and physical 
confrontation is more likely to 
become life threatening. In 
December, gay men Kurt 
Schroeder and Jerry Bezaire 
were in the parking garage at 
Pier 39 when three teenagers 
began to harass them, demand¬ 
ing to know “Why are you arm 
in arm?” The couple was com¬ 
paratively lucky: one teen 
shoved Bezaire as the men got 
in their car, then kicked the car, 
and the other two spat on it. 

The outcome was much 
worse for a San Francisco gay 
man who was nearly killed in a 
strikingly similar case only 
weeks before. In late October, 
Victor Rohana and Stephen 
Damron were walking up 
Market Street when they, too, 
were harassed for holding 
hands. Those two unknown 
assailants drove their Suzuki 
Samurai onto the sidewalk at 
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Waller Street and pinned 
Rohana to a wall before shoot¬ 
ing him at near point-blank 
range. [See sidebar, “Are People 
Getting Away with Murder in 
San Francisco?"] 

“We’re [all] potential vic¬ 
tims,” Addison said, and it’s not 
just the streets of San Francisco 
that are getting meaner. A report 
released in December by CUAV 
detailed three years of grisly 
anti-gay murders across 
America, and concluded that 
nearly 60 percent of gay victims 


suffer extremely violent deaths, 
or “overkill.” 

“Rather than just a bullet to 
the head, homophobic murder¬ 
ers have a predilection for slic¬ 
ing the bodies into pieces or tor¬ 
turing the victim before death,” 
said CUAV’s executive director 
Lester Olmstead-Rose when the 
report was released. ▼

Supes Ttorn Up 
The Heat On the 
Tony Ray Murder

San Francisco supervisors 
re-focused attention on the Tony 
Ray murder case - almost a year 
old now - at a Tuesday, 
February 28 hearing before the 
Health, Public Safety, and 
Environment Committee 
chaired by Supervisor Angela 
Alioto. 

Ray, 26, was shot in front of 
the Star Dust Cafe on the after¬ 
noon of March 24, 1994. 

Supervisor Carole Migden, 
who called for the hearing, 
politely but firmly demanded 
answers on progress in solving 
the case. She was joined by 
Alioto and Supervisor Susan 
Leal. Supervisor Tom Ammiano 
sat in on the meeting but said 
nothing. 

Lieutenant Gary Pisciotto, in 
charge of the city’s homicide 
detail, answered questions on 
the case. He and Gary Johnson, 
head of “Friends of Tony Ray,” 
were in open disagreement on 
the whereabouts of the prime 
suspect in the case. 

Pisciotto, who began by say¬ 
ing he was just as concerned as 
the supervisors, stressed, “We 
have to be very careful about 
what information we give out.” 
Pisciotto said that there were 
more than 15 eyewitnesses. 
“Actually, we interviewed about 
60 people,” he indicated. 

Pisciotto told supervisors 
there were “no indications this 
is an anti-gay killing.” 

He said a young man who 
was the original suspect “is to 
this day the [main] suspect in 
this case. We have police look¬ 
ing for him in other locations ... 
We believe currently that he is 
not in the area.” 

But Johnson, who had his 
arm in a sling as a result of a 
recent gay bashing incident in 
the Marina, insisted that the pri¬ 
mary suspect is in the city and 
that his presence there “is com¬ 
mon knowledge.” 

“We know who the primary 
suspect is,” Johnson asserted. 
“We have told police repeatedly 
where he is.” Johnson continued 
by saying that the suspect had 
traveled between the city and 


South Dakota, but that he could 
be found almost any night at the 
comer of “Hemlock and Polk, 
selling crystal methampheta- 
mines. 

“Who is protecting this 
guy?” Johnson demanded. 

Johnson said that the primary 
suspect had twice voluntarily 
gone in for questioning, but 
when he was asked to take a 
polygraph test he failed to 
appear. “We still find ourselves 
asking, almost a year later, why 
the suspect has not been arrest¬ 
ed or brought in for a polygraph 
test.” 

After Johnson’s somewhat 
startling statements, Migden 
asked for Pisciotto to return for 
more questions. “Is it an active 
investigation? Is it moving for¬ 
ward?” she asked. 

“We know who it is,” 
Pisciotto answered. “It is an 
extremely active investigation.” 
Pisciotto said he had “three 
other seasoned inspectors” now 
working on the case with 
Inspector Brad Nicholson, who 
inherited the case when two 
other inspectors retired. 

Migden suggested Pisciotto 
find a way “to work directly 
with Mr. Johnson on this,” after 
it became apparent they both 
agree on who the suspect is. 

“We have not at this point 
come up with an arrest warrant. 
Witnesses have not positively 
identified this person,” Pisciotto 
told the supervisors. “He has 
been the only suspect for an 
entire year. At this point there is 
no other suspect.” 

Migden displayed some 
annoyance when she asked, 
“We can’t nab him in a year? 
What can the public therefore 
expect?” 

“If I had a crystal ball. I’d be 
able to tell you,” Pisciotto said. 
“My concern is that we solve all 
of our cases.” 

Alioto and other supervi¬ 
sors said they were “absolute¬ 
ly outraged” that Ray’s ashes 
had been sent to his mother 
by mail or FedEx in an enve¬ 
lope - before she had been 
notified of his death.

Witnesses Shed New Light 
On Wenger Slaying Suspect 

Last Seen With Companion in Taurus Station Wagon

There may have been a break in the Tom 
Wenger dismemberment murder case. Homicide 
Inspector Mike Johnson told the Bay Area 
Reporter late last week, nearly 11 months after 
parts of Wenger’s body were discovered in the 
Polk Gulch area. 

According to Johnson, two witnesses who were 
previously reluctant to come forward have con¬ 
firmed information gleaned earlier by investiga¬ 
tors. Both have identified a suspect independently 
of each other. 

Police circulated composites of two possible 
suspects last year, one with and one without a mus¬ 
tache, but now say they are concentrating on locat¬ 
ing the suspect with the mustache. 

One witness claims to have seen that suspect 
arguing with the 25-year-old Wenger in front of the 
QT bar on Polk Street the night before he was mur¬ 
dered. The person in question - observed by a wit¬ 
ness the police term “credible” - was described as 
a white male about 36 years old, driving a blue or 


gray Ford Taurus station wagon. Police say the 
argument was over money Wenger owed the man. 
A separate witness told police of seeing a man 
who matched the same 
description - well- 
groomed and clean in 
appearance, wearing a 
white shirt and tie and dri¬ 
ving a Ford Taurus Station 
wagon of similar color - 
dumping garbage bags in a 
dumpster in Myrtle Alley, 
behind Twin Towers, in the 
vicinity of O’Farrell and 
Polk streets. 

The witness also observed 
that a companion was seat¬ 
ed in the Taurus wagon 
when the bags were placed 
in the dumpster, who avert¬ 
ed his eyes when he was watched. The passenger 
was a 34-year-old white male about 5’10” tall.

National Black Gay Summit Convenes In L.A.

A number of changes were 
evident at the 8th Annual 
National Black Lesbian and Gay 
Leadership gathering February 
17-19 in Los Angeles. Some 
were structural - this year’s con¬ 
ference was three days instead 
of four, and the former 
“Institutes” were replaced by 
symposiums - and some were 
cosmetic - the word “confer¬ 
ence” was replaced by “sum¬ 
mit” for instance. 

Some changes were more 
ominous: the turnout was com¬ 
paratively tiny, with only 350 in 
attendance. Part of the reason, 
several black lesbian and gay 
leaders said, is the growing 
belief that California is a racist 
state. They had argued that the 
sponsoring Black Lesbian and 
Gay Leadership Forum should 
follow the lead of the National 
Lesbian and Gay Journalist 
Association, which canceled its 
convention in Beverly Hills after 


the passage of Prop. 187. Why, 
they asked, should black les¬ 
bians and gays from around the 
country spend money in a state 
that intends to call for the end of 
affirmative action with a “Civil 
Rights Initiative” headed for 
next year’s ballot? The conflict 
over the location - and lateness 
in getting the promotional mate¬ 
rials out - may account for the 
small turnout. 

To be fair to organizers, the 
sudden voter swing to the right 
in November had given the 
Forum little time to change 
locations and other plans before 
the regular Black History Month 
conclave. And behind the 
scenes, the Forum was already 
having difficulty finding nation¬ 
al leaders who wanted to con¬ 
duct workshops. 

Which was, frankly, the other 
thing noticeably changed as one 
walked around the Los Angeles 
Airport Hilton Hotel and 
Towers. Many - too many - of 
those who have been so impor-

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tant and inspirational and funny 
in past conferences were miss¬ 
ing. Like Marlon Riggs, whose 
short, tight body had draped 
over a couch in the airy lobby in 
years past, admiring brothers 
laughing at his latest insight; 
Brandy Moore, who listened 
politely, then, like a practiced 
politician, steered the speaker 
toward the correct point of view; 
and tall, thin, elegant Reggie 
Williams, who elevated listen¬ 
ing to a compassionate art, who 
patiently and simply explained 
the most complicated issues as 
if to a younger sister. 

Riggs and Moore and too 
many other conference regulars 
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are dead, and Williams, 42, now 
lies dying in self-imposed exile 
in Amsterdam because the U.S. 
ban on HIV immigration and 
visitation forced him to choose 
between his German lover 
Wolfgang and his San Francisco 
home. 

They were missed, these bril¬ 
liant, sometimes outrageous 
black gay men who cared so 
much for their gay tribe and 
their heritage. 

“Last year I did four eulo¬ 
gies, and I’m off to see Reggie 
in Amsterdam,” said Forum co¬ 
founder Phill Wilson, 38, a 
longtime HIV/AIDS survivor 
who often seems like the main 
pole holding up the national 
black lesbian and gay big tent. 
“My body’s fine, but I’m wor¬ 
ried about my spirit. I’m in this 
for the long haul - and it’s 
already been a long haul, and 
there’s no end in sight.” 

Wilson was invited by the 
family of Martin Luther King Jr. 
to be a Grand Marshal in the 
King Day parade in Atlanta last 
January. But he feels he is more 
likely carrying the baton of 
Bayard Rustin than King, 
though the famous civil rights 
minister is an influence. 

“It’s really bizarre to me that 
this country of all countries 
would get to a place to debate 
over immigration. What is ille¬ 
gal immigration? ... It’s anyone 
who comes after I did,” he said 
in an interview. As for affirma¬ 
tive action, he noted that it was 
never designed for preferential 
treatment and he is “appalled” 
that lesbians and gays are 
falling into accepting the same 
rhetoric of “special rights” with 
which the radical right has 
characterized the gay and les¬ 
bian movement. “Statistically 
there is an ever-widening gap 
between the haves and the 
have-nots, and preferential 
treatment isn’t happening. 
We’re not creating a level play¬ 
ing field. We don’t have a 
color-blind society. We’re no 
closer now than we were 20 
years ago, and some suggest 
we’re farther away.” 

Wilson said he has received 
hate mail from gay people angry 
with his stance against Prop 
187, which would ban any state 
aid to illegal immigrants. As 
Public Policy director for AIDS 
Project Los Angeles, Wilson 
contends the measure, which is 
currently tied up in court, would 
increase the spread of HIV by 
frightening people away from 
health services. 

“We’re in an environment 
where it’s okay to hate. In fact 


it’s desirable to hate. People are 
being rewarded for advocating 
and practicing hate,” he said. In 
this climate AIDS activists are 
“all struggling to keep AIDS on 
the front burner. We’re doing 
everything we possibly can to 
do that. 

“Politically there is a new 
day, that’s a truth. Good, bad, 
indifferent, changes have hap¬ 
pened that have fundamentally 
changed the work gays and les¬ 
bians and progressive people 
have to do. My tribe of folks, 
my community will continue to 
work for a progressive agenda. 

“What we have to do is figure 
out how to develop a message 
that reasons with people in 
power.” 

Asked about why he thinks 
young gay men are not heeding 
safer sex messages and are still 
getting infected, Wilson paused 
reflectively. “In a world where 
you have no hope, why would 
you want to spend more time in 
it.” At that moment an earth¬ 
quake shook the hotel. 

“I still have work” 

Even with so many negative 
factors out there, he said, of 
course he has hope. He waved 
off the suggestion he might be 
surrendering to despair with the 
words, “I still have work to do.” 

So do the lesbians who were 
mega-mentors at the Summit. 
Mandy Carter, Vallerie 
Waggoner, Sabrina Sojourner, 
Deborah Johnson-Rolan, Pat 
Hussein, among other national 
black lesbian leaders, took extra 
time to teach and be available to 
first time attendees. 

‘This Summit has given us a 
clearer understanding of the 
bridges we walk and the bridges 
we are,” said Sojourner. “The 
people here are very excited and 
I believe they will carry out their 
commitment to take this back to 
their community. Can you imag¬ 
ine what can happen when just 
one person reports back to their 
organization and they share that 
with others; if one person gets 
ten more involved in voter regis¬ 
tration? Can you imagine what a 
difference we can make in 
1996?” 

As Sojourner closed the 
Summit with a moving ritual 
circle, James Knox of Detroit 
spoke up. He has full blown 
AIDS - and has had no T-cells 
for three years. A first-time con¬ 
ference-goer, he thanked the 
black. Latino, and white les¬ 
bians and gays who held hands 
and listened to him. “I will 
remember this,” he promised, 
“for the rest of my life.” T

Panel Provides Ammo for Domestic Partnership Battles

A panel of three national 
experts on domestic partner 
benefits appeared in the city last 
Thursday, February 23 to call 
attention to the growing number 
of progressive U.S. companies 
extending insurance benefits to 
same-sex domestic partners. 

Some of the major U.S. com¬ 
panies that currently offer 
domestic partner benefits to 
partners of gay and lesbian 
employees include AT&T, 
Silicon Graphics, Oracle 
Systems, MCA, Microsoft, 
Lotus, Viacom, and Time- 
Warner’s Home Box Office. 
Other progressive companies 
like Levi Strauss, Apple 
Computers, and Federal 
National Mortgage Association 
have extended coverage to all 
unmarried employees, accord¬ 
ing to the panelists. 

The seminar, held at the 
home of Dionex Corporation 
Vice President and Director of 
Human Resources Brian Webb, 
was sponsored by the Men’s 
Associated Exchange (MAX), a 
Bay Area gay men’s organiza¬ 
tion with nearly 800 members. 
The panel was designed to pro¬ 
vide MAX members with the 
information, materials, and 
resources necessary to approach 
their employers about providing 
employee benefits for their 
domestic partners, MAXForum 
event coordinator Rick Sneed 
told the B.A.R. 

The seminar was limited to 
30 people, in order to give each 
person an opportunity to talk 
with panelists Webb; Antonio 
Casabat, vice president of 
Sedgwick Nobel Lowndes; and 
Kate Kendell, legal director of 
the National Center for Lesbian 
Rights, one of nation’s more 
active organizations working to 
encourage employers to offer 
equal benefits to all employees. 

Casabat is recognized as a 
pioneer in fully-insured domes¬ 
tic partner medical benefit 
plans, and has helped several 
local companies institute 
domestic partner benefits, 
including SuperMac, Inc. 
(recently acquired by Radius), 
Children’s Hospital of Oakland, 
and the Berkeley-based

telecommunications company 
TCSI. Webb is currently imple¬ 
menting domestic partner bene¬ 
fits at Dionex Corporation; he 
provided management’s per¬ 
spective on the issue and out¬ 
lined a strategy for successfully 
selling the benefits of the bene¬ 
fits to senior management. 

Many Bay Area employers 
don’t offer domestic partner ben¬ 
efits because they have never 
been asked, panelists said. But 
all the signs seem to indicate 
more local companies would be 
willing to adapt their insurance 
plans to include domestic part¬ 
ners. “We have come so far,” 
Webb said. “Five years ago no 
one would discuss it. We’re mak¬ 
ing great progress. Don’t give up. 
Don’t take no for an answer.” 

The various arguments 

Kendell opened the extempo¬ 
raneous panel discussion by 
quickly elucidating various 
arguments in favor of domestic 
partner benefits. Politically, they 
offer a stepping stone to legal 
recognition of committed les¬ 
bian and gay relationships, she 
said, as they advise the larger 
community that we can make 
and keep those relationships 
despite the stereotype of all gay 
people being uncontrollably 
promiscuous. 

From the worker’s perspec¬ 
tive, it is only fair to ask for 
equal pay for equal work, and 


STALEMATE IN OMAHA 


Kendell Discusses Battle 
With Nebraska Bible Belters

Crisp and sharp and full of spark. Kate Kendell, legal direc¬ 
tor for the National Center for Lesbian Rights, told a roomful 
of mostly gay men last Thursday that she was "fresh from 
Nebraska" and was very glad to be back home in San 
Francisco - an island of sanity in a sea of national madness. 

Kendell had just returned from Omaha, where she said 
the people were "so polite," but also apparently so out of 
tune with the times. 

She said her meeting with officials of the Nebraska 
Department of Social Services, to discuss the department's 
administrative interim decision not to allow lesbian and gay 
couples to be considered as foster parents, "was not a suc¬ 
cessful effort." In fact, she told her listeners, "We may be in 
litigation soon." 

Later, in an interview with the Bay Area Reporter. Kendell 
said what was very clear is that "the great majority of 
Nebraska Department of Social Services officials believe the 
policy is indefensible and not in the best interests of 
Nebraska children." However, said Kendell, "The director. 
Mary Dean Harvey, is committed to perpetuating her preju¬ 
dice that gay and lesbian foster placements do not repre¬ 
sent the 'normal' family situation. 

"The other thing I was struck with," she said, "was the 
commitment and intelligence of gay and lesbian activists in 
Nebraska, who are dedicated to fighting the battle of pre¬ 
venting the policy from becoming permanent." ▼ 


when straight employees get 
spousal benefits that gay 
employees do not, there is an 
immediate disparity of $15,000. 
Finally, from an employer’s 
standpoint, it is good business to 
provide incentives that keep tal¬ 
ented employees: it demon¬ 
strates progressiveness on the 
part of the firm and makes for 
happy, stable, healthy employees 
with more productivity, which 
provides a competitive edge to 
firms searching for top talent. 

Most employers are initially 
concerned about the cost of pro¬ 
viding domestic partnership 
benefits, Kendell said. However, 
she said, actual costs are not that 
significant. “You can really beat 
the cost argument,” she insisted. 


Other panelists agreed the 
costs of possible AIDS care 
issues would be in keeping with 
actuarial tables, since they would 
be offset by the absence of poten¬ 
tially costly risks like premature 
births - or any kind of birth. 
“Every time I see a pregnancy, I 
see $10,000,” said Webb. 

One place where “the cost 
argument” was successfully 
refuted is the city of San 
Francisco. After the board of 
supervisors passed the city’s 
first domestic partner measure, 
then-Mayor Dianne Feinstein 
“bought the cost argument,” 
according to Webb, and vetoed 
the measure. Eventually the 
measure was revived and took 
effect on Valentine’s Day, 1991. 
By then Berkeley had already 
become the first municipality in 
the country to provide employ¬ 
ment-related benefits to the 
domestic partners of city 
employees, in December, 1984. 

The down sides 

More than 500 companies in 
seven or eight states are on the 
domestic partner benefit band¬ 
wagon now, and it’s “a growing 
trend,” Kendell said. Even so, 
there are kinks and bugs to be 
gotten rid of. In particular, pan¬ 
elists were emphatic about the 
need to reform tax laws to pro¬ 
tect domestic partner benefits. 

Panelists also agreed that the 
issue of coming out is thorny, 
since some employees don’t 
want to reveal their relation¬ 
ships, and hence their sexuality, 
for fear of reprisal. An equal 


opportunity policy that protects 
gays and lesbians in the work¬ 
place is fundamental, said 
Webb. “Nothing will happen 
until that is established.” 

Another topic of discussion 
was the possibility of palimony 
suits, and property divisions 
when relationships do go sour. 

Future MAXForum topics 
include “Buying a Home,” 
“Reconciling Being Gay with 
Religion,” and “Cyber Space: 
Everything You Need to Know 
About Going Online.” T

Medical Marijuana 
Initiative Coming in ’96 

Register for Mary Jane, Say Backers, and Vote for Bill

Activists are now working to 
put an initiative on the 1996 
California ballot that would 
legalize the medicinal use, pos¬ 
session, and cultivation of mari¬ 
juana by people with AIDS and 
other diseases with a physi¬ 
cian’s prescription. 

The 1996 California 
Compassionate Use Initiative, 
sponsored by the San Francisco- 
based Californians for 
Compassionate Use (CCU), is 
intended to break the long¬ 
standing political impasse that 
has kept it illegal for patients to 
use marijuana for medical pur¬ 
poses. Although the ballot mea¬ 
sure would not overturn the fed¬ 
eral ban on marijuana, it would 
afford California patients a legal 
supply of cannabis by allowing 
them to grow their own. In addi¬ 
tion, supporters say, it will send 
a powerful message to 
Washington, where politicians 
have been afraid to deal with the 
matter. 

And, say organizers, if 
enough young people who are 
tired of the government’s 
hypocrisy on the medical mari¬ 
juana issue are registered - and 
vote - it could assure the 
Democrats of victory in 
California in 1996. 

They may be overly opti¬ 
mistic, but both California 
NORML (National 

Organization for the Reform of 
Marijuana Laws) and CCU say 
they aren’t just blowing smoke. 
They really believe the medici¬ 
nal marijuana issue could be 
that important, and are organiz¬ 
ing for major voter registration 
and other efforts in the upcom¬ 
ing battle. 

Initiative sponsors are court¬ 
ing support from senior citizens, 
AIDS groups, and healthcare 
professionals, among others. So 
far they say they have the sup¬ 
port of a growing list of influen¬ 
tial supporters, activists, and 
experienced political profes¬ 
sionals, including the Drug 
Policy Foundation, which 
awarded a startup grant to the 


ballot access campaign; drug 
reform advocate Ethan 
Nadelmann, president of the 
Lindesmith Center of the Open 
Society Institute; medical mari¬ 
juana expert Dr. Lester 
Grinspoon, chairman of the 
board of NORML; San 
Francisco AIDS activist Cleve 
Jones; and veteran San 
Francisco political consultant 
Jack Davis. 

March rally 
in Santa Cruz 

California NORML will host 
CCI volunteers for statewide 
organizational meetings 

Saturday, March 18 and Sunday, 
March 19 at the Louden Nelson 
Center, located at Laurel and 
Cedar streets in Santa Cruz. The 
“Organizing for Medical 
Marijuana” meetings will estab¬ 
lish a plan to build a fire under 
California voters, who have pre¬ 
viously shown a propensity to 
favor medical marijuana. /See 
sidebar. ] 

In August, sponsors will 
launch a petition drive to collect 
the necessary 420,000 valid sig¬ 
natures; they will try for a total 
of 650,000 signatures, they say, 
to be on the safe side. The effort 
is expected to cost about 
$500,000. 

About a third of the funds 
believed necessary for success 
have already been raised, 
according to recent information 
provided by California NORML 
coordinator Dale Gieringer and 
San Francisco medical marijua¬ 
na activist Dennis Peron. 

But getting names on peti¬ 
tions isn’t enough, so sponsors 
intend to get names on voter 
registration cards as well. 

In an interview with the Bay 
Area Reporter last week. Person 
predicted initiative backers 
“will register a half a million 
young people to vote in this 
election in 1996. 

“I believe we are going to 
[increase] voter turnout by five 
or six percent,” Peron said, 
“which is going to help the

In 1981, the bill HR 4498 
was introduced into the 
U.S. House of Represen¬ 
tatives 'to provide for the 
therapeutic use of mari¬ 
huana in situations involv¬ 
ing life-threatening or 
sense-threatening illness¬ 
es and to provide ade¬ 
quate supplies of mari¬ 
huana for such use." One 
of the four sponsors was 
Newt Gingrich. It was 
supported by such 
diverse California repre¬ 
sentatives as Ron Dell- 
ums, the Democrat from 
Oakland, and William 
Dannemeyer, the former 
Republican from Orange 
County. 

In 1993, the California 
Assembly and Senate 
passed SB 1364, written 
by Senator Milton Marks, 
a Democrat from San 
Francisco, which would 
have treated marijuana as 
a Schedule Two prescrip¬ 
tion drug. Governor Pete 
Wilson, a Republican, 
vetoed it. ▼

Cal School Boards 
Call for Aggressive 
AIDS Education

California’s school chil¬ 
dren are at risk, according 
to a recent report, and only 
an aggressive campaign to 
educate students will help 
slow the spread of HIV. 

The report by the 
California School Board 
Association (CSBA), 
“Saving Lives: AIDS Issues 
for California Schools,” 
records only 170 cases of 
HIV/AIDS among 13-19- 
year olds in California. 

But while California’s 
kids spend nearly twice as 
many hours learning about 
AIDS as kids in other states, 
they may not be getting the 
message. CSBA reports that 
fewer than half of sexually 
active high school seniors 
use condoms. 

“Saving Lives” outlines 
the role school boards can 
play in setting an agenda 
that includes effective AIDS 
education. 

“AIDS prevention is 
about education, first and 
foremost,” CSBA says in a 
statement. “As the only 
locally elected officials cho¬ 
sen solely to represent the 
interests of children, school 
board members have a pro¬ 
found responsibility to 
speak out.” 

California law mandates 
AIDS education for stu¬ 
dents in junior high and 
high school, and the aver¬ 
age students spend nearly 
40 hours of class time on 
AIDS education from 
kindergarten to 12th grade. 
Those classes must include 
information about the 
nature of AIDS, how it is 
spread, and how to reduce 
risk. 

But the obstacles facing 
school boards in imple¬ 
menting a curriculum are 
overwhelming, including 
inadequate funding, insuffi¬ 


cient time, and a belief by 
parents and staff that 
“homosexual lifestyles are 
objectionable.” 

According to CSBA, 
effective AIDS education 
programs include three 
components: motivation, 
skills, and functional 
knowledge. 

Any curriculum adopted 
by a school board “must 
make students recognize 
they are vulnerable” and 
motivate them to change 
their behavior. Skill build¬ 
ing exercises should teach 
students how to negotiate 
instances when they may be 
tempted to engage in high 
risk behavior; these situa¬ 
tions take “genuine 
finesse,” says CSBA. 

Finally, functional 
knowledge teaches students 
which behaviors put them at 
risk. According to CSBA, 
curricula that zeroed in on 
functional knowledge and 
reducing high risk behavior 
were more successful than 
those that were skill based. 

“Curricula that failed to 
change behavior ... did not 
concentrate on specific 
behavior, and used a gener¬ 
al decision-making ap¬ 
proach without presenting a 
clear stand on behavioral 
issues,” said the report. 

In order to talk produc¬ 
tively about behavior, 
teachers must be blunt, and 
school boards should ensure 
that teachers are chosen 
who have “enthusiasm for 
and comfort with the 
assignment. Such education 
is more likely to be effective 
if provided by people who 
volunteer to do it. 

“Consequently, many 
school districts exempt 
teachers who object to the 
necessarily frank and sensi¬ 
tive content of HIV/AIDS 
education.” ▼

Democrats win California.” He 
called the effort “one of the 
most decisive battles in the 
war on drugs in this century 
- since prohibition.” 

The final wording of the 
initiative has not yet been 
settled, but Peron said its 
basic thrust will be to legal¬ 
ize the use, possession, and 
cultivation of marijuana by 
patients who have been given 
a physician’s recommenda¬ 
tion. By allowing patients to 
grow their own, it would 
effectively insure legalized 
medical access to marijuana 
in California; although feder¬ 
al law also forbids personal 
cultivation, in practice, such 
cases are almost always pros¬ 
ecuted at the state level. 

“This issue is about com¬ 


passion,” says Peron, whose 
former lover died of AIDS- 
related wasting syndrome 
after police confiscated his 
pot. “We believe 
Californians will respond 
with their hearts. 

“This is about who we are 
as a people, whether we are 
going to let the people suffer, 
or whether we are going to 
put our politics aside in order 
to help people.” 

Peron said the new initia¬ 
tive is necessary to break a 
longstanding political 
impasse that has kept it ille¬ 
gal for patients to use mari¬ 
juana for medical purposes. 
Last summer, the Clinton 
administration reaffirmed the 
previous administration’s 
ban on medical marijuana 
and has subsequently resisted 
even supplying marijuana for 
medical research. ▼ 


L.A. Plans Gay Youth Center

Los Angeles has long been a magnet for runaway 
and throwaway gay and lesbian youth. Some arrive 
in search of stardom, while others only hope for a 
life that is safer than the homelife they have fled; 
whatever their reasons, an enormous percentage 
ends up on the streets. A recent report issued by the 
Los Angeles Gay & Lesbian Community Services 
Center (LAGLCSC) estimates 30 to 50 percent of 
the approximately 10,000-20,000 youth now living 
on the streets of Los Angeles identify themselves as 
gay. And among the malevolent forces they can 
expect to find there are survival sex, alcoholism, 
drugs, AIDS, hate crimes, and homicide. 

Despite the desperation of homeless lesbian, gay, 
bisexual, and transgender youth, and despite a 1992 
Department of Health Services study that shows that 
gay and lesbian youth commit 30 percent of all sui¬ 
cides in America, their special needs are frequently 
overlooked by a gay community weary of fighting 
AIDS and the radical right. 

The LAGLCSC, however, has stepped in to fill some 
of those needs. On Sunday, February 12 board members 
Cecilia Aguilera and Jeff Glassman, and the family of 
Big Brothers of Greater Los Angeles President Steven 
Soberoff, hosted a fundraiser at Soberoff’s Pacific 
Palisades mansion where $60,000 was raised for a new 
lesbian and gay youth Drop In Center. 

The new facility, to be located on Santa Monica 
Boulevard in Hollywood in the area where many of 
the homeless youths hang out, will offer food, sever¬ 
al cots for emergency shelter, showers, laundry, 
clothing, legal aid, job placement, comprehensive 
counseling, family intervention, case management, 
HIV testing and educational programs, aftercare, 
and creative arts for youth ages 12 to 24. 
Representatives from virtually all local gay and 
AIDS agencies with youth services will have repre¬ 
sentatives onsite, and peer mentorship and counsel¬ 
ing will also be offered. 

The idea, according to LAGLCSC’s executive 
director Lorri L. Jean, is to go where young people 
in crisis are and to have the Drop In Center serve as 
a stepping stone to LAGLCSC’s Kruks/Tilsner 
Transitional Living Program. It will serve as a “point 
of entry” to other necessary services as well. 


Wilson Cruz, the openly gay star of ABC’s My 
So-Called Life, is serving as the spokesperson for the 
new drop in center. The show recently aired an 
episode where his character was kicked out and left 
homeless, which the 21-year-old Cruz says was 
based on his personal experience. “I lived on the 
streets for a month,” he told the B.A.R. during an 
interview at the fundraiser. “I did whatever I had to 
do to stay alive.” 

Cruz says he shared his 
experiences with the ABC 
writers on developing the 
homeless storyline; Life's 
producer Alan Poole and 
ABC network executives 
Todd Hollins and Michael 
Ross attended the fundraiser 
in support of the Drop In 
Center. 

After he finished filming 
the episode, Cruz said, he 
visited LAGLCSC on 
December 22 and learned 
about plans for the Drop In 
Center from Director of 
Programs Darrel 

Cummings. “I wanted to do what I could to help,” 
Cruz said. “I know kids are dying who need this cen¬ 
ter. 

“I’m here today because I want everyone to be 
more happy,” he said. “Twenty-six percent of youth 
are kicked out because they’re gay. We as a commu¬ 
nity should be a community and take care of our 
own. These are our kids.” 

Cruz says he gets up to 1,000 letters a week from 
people who identify with his character Enrique, 85 
percent of whom say they’ve thought of or attempt¬ 
ed suicide. “They’re so willing to share their experi¬ 
ences, sometimes I bawl my eyes out,” he said. 
“They have no one else to talk to. It’s by the Grace 
of God that I’m here. 

“I’m one of the lucky ones. But the fact is, that’s 
rare.” ▼

AIDS treatments spend a lot 
of time working their way down 
the pipeline. Even under ideal 
circumstances it takes at least 
several years to bring a candi¬ 
date treatment from first investi¬ 
gation to full approval - and 
often the circumstances are 
rather less than ideal. Nor does 
the struggle necessarily end 
with approval; increasingly 
there are subsequent squabbles 
over who will pay for the new 
drugs. 

This is the case with the one 
of the latest and most effective 
new treatments for AIDS-relat- 
ed wasting syndrome, human 
growth hormone. In a potential¬ 
ly trend-setting deal, its manu¬ 
facturer, Serono, agreed to pro¬ 
vide the provisionally approved 
treatment to any PWA who 
needs it - if their insurer agrees 
to pay for it. Since it costs $150 
a day, this is something of a 
stumbling block. 

It’s not too surprising that 
many insurers, such as MediCal, 
are reluctant to pay for it. What 
is surprising, and alarming, is 
that many of the major AIDS 
advocacy groups like AIDS 
Project Los Angeles and San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation are 
reluctant to press for it. 
Anticipating large federal and 
local budget cuts, they’re 
already worried that the cost of 
paying for such an expensive 
treatment will ultimately cut 
into their own public funding. 

One can’t blame their being 


nervous, although their narrow¬ 
ly self-interested approach 
seems likely to be counterpro¬ 
ductive in the long run. In addi¬ 
tion to the looming cuts in fed¬ 
eral and state AIDS funding, 
danger threatens in the private 
sector as well. Burroughs- 
Wellcome, the most generous 
sugar daddy of all the major 
pharmaceutical corporations, is 
about to be taken over by a rival, 
and this will almost certainly 
result in a significant cutback of 
their currently generous support 
to AIDS advocacy groups. 

A decade ago Burroughs was 
considered the number-one pub¬ 
lic enemy of PWAs, due to their 
outrageous profiteering on AZT, 
the first (somewhat) effective 
treatment for HIV. In subse¬ 
quent .years they (somewhat) 
cleaned up their act, and cur¬ 
rently donate millions of dollars 
per year to the AIDS service 
community. While some have 
questioned the propriety of

activists accepting corporate 
dollars, most organizations take 
it when offered. (Nationwide, 
the AIDS groups who’ve 
refused Burroughs money can 
be counted on the fingers of one 
hand.) I, for one, consider such 
payments sound public relations 
policy on the part of the donor 
as well as partial reparations for 
past (and current, and future) 
abuse.

Technically, this should be 
taken care of by the presence of 
a “control” group getting a 
placebo. But PWAs, bad guinea 
pigs that we are, have taken to 
having our pills analyzed to see 
if we’re getting the experimental 
treatment and dropping out of 
the study if we’re not. This con¬ 
tributes to bad data, I know, but 
what can we do? We’re locked 
into this game of cat and mouse 

- or rather scientist and rat - on 
the losing side and have to even 
the odds any way we can. 

The hubby factor 

Sometimes I think that doing 
the requisite high-fat diet and 
not bothering with the experi¬ 
mental antivirals is a better 
approach. Some backhanded 
clinical verification of this 
hypothesis emerged, paradoxi¬ 
cally, from a recent East Coast 
study of metabolic steroids. It 
was a small study, with about 20 
patients split evenly between 
treatment and control groups. 

They were hoping that the 
steroids would produce a 
growth hormone-like effect at a 
fraction of the cost. It was con¬ 
troversial because although 
steroids are known to promote 
muscle growth - which is why 
some athletes abuse them - they 
are also suspected of being dan¬ 
gerously immuno-suppressive. 

A couple of months into the 
study, they noted that they had a 
“star performer,” a patient who 
gained 20 pounds and bloomed 
in health. Since it was a “blind” 
study, they didn’t know if he 
was getting the treatment or not, 
but if he was, the effect was so 
dramatic that it would justify 
ending the study early so as not 
to deny the control groupies a 
shot at it. They boldly decided 
to “unblind” the study - kind of 
like peeking to read the ending 
of a thriller when you’re only 
halfway through it - and excit¬ 
edly prepared to tally up the tri¬ 
umphant data. 

Alack and alas, the “star per¬ 
former” turned out to be in the 
control group! More careful 
investigation revealed that his 
mom had flown up from Puerto 
Rico to take care of him, coinci¬ 
dentally, on the same day the 
study started. Her good home- 
cooked arroz con polio, not the 
steroid, was the key to his suc¬ 
cess. 

Another quick, cheap answer 
gone sour; another speculative 
research company gone belly-up 

- but at least one more fat and 
happy HIVer. At the current 
stage of development, contem¬ 
porary AIDS treatments still 
have a hard time competing with 
“the bubby factor” and grand¬ 
ma’s chicken soup. T 


Now this gravy train is 
approaching the end of its track. 
Glaxo corporation, another 
major pharmaceutical corpora¬ 
tion heavily involved in AIDS 
treatments, is making a bid to 
take over Burroughs. Burroughs 
has declared it will fight the 
acquisition, but their odds of 
succeeding are slim. Glaxo is 
offering to buy Burroughs 
shares at a generous markup, 
and few Burroughs stockholders 
are likely to resist such a good 
deal. 

The new merged entity of 
Glaxo/Burroughs will be one of 
the largest pharmaceutical cor¬ 
porations in the world. It will 
own the patent rights to more 
AIDS treatments than any other 
company. And the new owners 


will be under a lot of pressure to 
recoup the premium price they 
paid for Burroughs. After the 
merger will they continue to 
generously fund every activist 
and AIDS newsletter that comes 
asking? And if they don’t, what 
will happen to the publications 
and organizations dependent on 
that money? 

Scientist and rat 

Such corporate maneuver- 
ings are increasingly affecting 
AIDS research. One PWA in a 
trial of Compound Q (remember 
that?) reported weird behavior 
by the study scientists. At the 
beginning of the study, patients 
were forced to adhere to a very 
rigid schedule of treatments. 
Then suddenly, about halfway 
through the trial, all such restric¬ 
tions were abruptly dropped. He 
gradually realized that the doc¬ 
tors had given up on the study, 
had decided that Q wasn’t work¬ 
ing, and were only going 
through the motions. 

He was perplexed, however, 
as to why they should bother. It 
seems likely that they were 
stalling on declaring the treat¬ 
ment a failure to prop up the 
stock of the speculative biotech 
firm sponsoring the study. Many 
companies are funded on the 
basis of one or two key patents, 
and if these fail, the company 
folds. But if the failure can be 
concealed until a patent on some 
new, promising treatment is 
made public, they may dodge 
the bullet. 

A touch misleading, I sup¬ 
pose, but at least they let the 
“subjects” do whatever they 
want. 

In contrast to this laissez- 
faire attitude, another PWA, in a 
study of one of the protease 
inhibitors (the new second gen¬ 
eration of antivirals), showed 
me his microchip-controlled 
pillbox. This variation on the 
old beeping pillbox of yester¬ 
year exactly records if the sub¬ 
ject is taking his drug at precise 
three-hour intervals. It sounds 
draconian, but it was voluntary 
and does contribute to good 
data. 

On the other hand, I won¬ 
dered about the requirement of 
taking your dose six times a day 
on a stomach filled with a 
“small meal” that is at least 50 
percent fat - an attempt to over¬ 
come the drug’s generally poor 
absorption. Now, I’m a hard¬ 
core calorie packer, but I rarely 
score that high - that is one hell 
of a lot of fat. It wouldn’t sur¬ 
prise me if the study shows a 
remarkable gain in weight 
which ends up getting attributed 
to the drug instead of to the 
high-fat diet.

UCSF Creates ‘Fact Sheets’ To Help Fight AIDS

SAN FRANCISCO - In yet another 
effort to battle the spread of AIDS, 
researchers said Monday, February 27 
they have developed HIV prevention fact 
sheets that should prove useful to doctors, 
policymakers, legislators, and research 
funding agencies. 

Combining behavioral research find¬ 
ings from a two-year project that 
reviewed thousands of HIV prevention 
studies, the fact sheets will be distributed 
nationwide, according to scientists at the 
University of California, San Francisco. 

The data come from “Looking Back, 
Looking Ahead,” a two-year study and 


information dissemination program con¬ 
ducted by the UCSF Center for AIDS 
Prevention Studies and the Harvard AIDS 
Institute. 

“Feedback from those actively 
engaged in HIV prevention can help sci¬ 
entists design research to answer the 
questions most relevant to reducing the 
spread of HIV,” said Jeff Stryker, director 
of the UCSF project and CAPS 
researcher. He is not the adult film per¬ 
former. 

“The challenge of HIV prevention 
demands there be open communication 
between behavioral scientists and those on 
the front lines actually delivering, funding 
and evaluating prevention services,” said 
Thomas Coates, CAPS director. 


While total success is as elusive with 
HIV prevention as with smoking cessa¬ 
tion, dieting, and exercise programs, 
Stryker said, “dramatic reductions in risk 
behavior and HIV transmission can be 
achieved with properly funded, sustained 
and targeted interventions.” 

Information in the fact sheets, which 
will be produced periodically and trans¬ 
lated into Spanish, includes: 

• Properly used, readily available, 
effectively promoted condoms play an 
important public health role in preventing 
the spread of HIV. 

• While abstinence or monogamous 
sex with a healthy partner is most effec¬ 
tive in preventing AIDS, a national survey 
of 14-to-21 -year-olds found 63 percent 


were sexually active. 

• The number of infections among 
women is small, but growing at a rapid 
rate - with AIDS cases among women 
doubling every two years or so. 

• Surveys show that while patients 
want to hear about AIDS from their doc¬ 
tors, only 15 percent had discussed HIV 
risks with their physician in the previous 
five years, and that those discussions 
were instigated by the patient. Studies 
show while nearly all doctors routinely 
ask about cigarette smoking and alcohol 
consumption, only 49 percent inquire 
about drug use; 31 percent, about condom 
use; 22 percent, about the number of sex 
partners, and 27 percent, about sexual 
orientation. ▼

with a stocky build and brown 
hair. He was wearing a leather 
jacket. 

The motive in the slaying 
was probably drugs, rather than 
sex, police speculate, partly 
because two people were 
together in the vehicle. A man 
on the prowl for sex would not 
be likely to have someone with 
him, they theorize. 

Witnesses have also told 
police that Wenger, who was 


usually broke, had a substantial 
amount of money the morning 
he was killed. He had been buy¬ 
ing rounds at Kimo’s bar on 
Polk, detectives said, a luxury he 
could rarely afford. Wenger had 
been a fairly well-known fixture 
on Polk Street, distinctive both 
for his ubiquitous headphones 
and his sudden fits of rage. He 
had been known to use cocaine 
when alive, and traces of the 
drug were found in his remains. 

Wenger’s decapitated body, 
minus his legs, was found in the 
Myrtle Alley dumpster by a 
homeless scavenger March 28. 


He had been burned, beaten, 
kicked around, strangled, and 
stabbed 11 times. The killer had 
then slit Wenger’s wrists, leav¬ 
ing his remains clean and free of 
all blood, and had even taken 
the trouble to shampoo his hair. 

Early on, police theorized 
whoever dismembered the body 
was in the medical profession. T

of a victim and a description of the violence they 
suffered, will be hung on a huge clothesline at the 
Mississippi compound. 

Organizer Robin Tyler hopes the Clothesline 
Project will bear witness to the casualties suffered 
by queers. “The violence against us keeps escalat¬ 
ing,” she told the B.A.R. “We need to keep orga¬ 
nizing. In these days it’s either proactive or 
Prozac.” 

The women at Sister Spirit know about escalat¬ 
ing violence. Since 1993, Wanda and Brenda 
Henson, a lesbian couple, have defended their 120- 
acre retreat in Ovett, Mississippi against attacks by 
local homophobes; there have been over 64 inci¬ 
dents to date, including death threats and a dead 
dog tied to their mail box. 

Camp Sister Spirit drew national attention when 
Attorney General Janet Reno sent Justice 
Department representatives to Ovett to investigate 
the harassment, which was also the subject of a 
20/20 investigation and articles in publications 
around the country. The women still hope to open 
a feminist lesbian folkschool on the site to teach 
“non-oppressive lifeways” and distribute food and 
clothing to the local poor. 

The problem of violence against gays in nearby 
Laurel, located in the same county as Camp Sister 
Spirit, also achieved national attention when two 
gay men from the town were murdered last 
October. On February 7 a jury convicted 16-year- 


old Marvin McClendan of murdering Robert 
Shoemake and Robert Walters, rejecting his 
lawyer’s argument that since McClendan feared 
being raped by the gay men, he was justified in 
killing them and dumping their bodies by an aban¬ 
doned rail line. 

The Clothesline Project will be displayed at the 
camp on Memorial Day, 1995, when hundreds of 
gay activists are expected to descend on Ovett. 
Like their 1960s counterparts, the “Freedom 
Riders II,” an interfaith coalition, hope their soli¬ 
darity will inject new life into the movement. 

“For decades Mississippi has been the battle 
ground for civil rights,” said Tyler. “And we need 
to let gay bashers and homophobes know that 
when they attack isolated gays and lesbians, they 
aren’t jqst taking on one or two people, they are 
taking on the entire gay and lesbian movement.” 

The Clothesline Project, Tyler said, “is a way of 
organizing and saying never again.” 

Tyler expects the Clothesline Project to catch 
on. She hopes to see it displayed around the world, 
and like the AIDS Quilt, she says its size will help 
raise awareness of the enormity of the problem. ▼

GLRS Provides 

Free ‘Shark Hunting’ Service

Need a lawyer? Last year, 
roughly 4,000 lesbians and gay 
men in Northern California dis¬ 
covered the Gay/Lesbian Legal 
Referral Service (GLRS) and 
learned that finding legal repre¬ 
sentation doesn’t have to be a 
scary experience. 

“Lesbians and gay men face 
complex and often explosive 
legal situations, so the need for a 


legal referral service like ours 
was tremendous,” Sally 
Elkington, director of GLRS, 
told the B.A.R. “GLRS puts les¬ 
bian and gay callers in touch 
with experienced attorneys who 
specialize in the area of law 
required.” 

The service is operated free 
of charge to callers, most of 
whom are gay men and lesbians 
in the Bay Area who are facing 
complicated legal issues and 


who need a lawyer for the first 
time. 

Many attorneys listed with 
GLRS specialize in areas of par¬ 
ticular concern such as AIDS, 
job discrimination, housing 
complaints, personal injury, and 
hate crimes. ▼

the smoldering tire to set off the fire alarm and sprinkler 
system before the building could ignite, said Terese 
Williams, public affairs director with Planned 
Parenthood. 

Williams, who has fielded all press inquires for PCC, 
said that although fire department officials have not 
linked Tuesday’s unsuccessful attempt to the other clinic 
blazes, there is no doubt in her mind who was responsi¬ 
ble. Operation Rescue, she pointed out, designated 
February as “No Place To Hide Month” - referring to 
abortion providers. 

Williams said she is pleased that the San Francisco 
Police Department has ordered frequent patrol of that and 
other clinics. She emphasized that abortions comprise 
just six percent of all gynecological medical care provid¬ 
ed by Planned Parenthood in Alameda and San Francisco 
counties. ▼ 






















THIS WEEK IN GAY HISTORY 


The Unambitious Activist Who Shouted Down the Silence

Twelve years ago this week New York 
playwright Larry Kramer followed in the 
footsteps of Czech playwright Vaclev 
Havel, who became politicized beyond his 
wildest dreams. Kramer spent the first week 
of March 1983 preparing an article that 
dared gay people to embrace civil disobedi¬ 
ence in the fight against AIDS. In what 
would become the longest ever op-ed piece 
run in the New York Native, “1,112 and 
Counting” Kramer outlined his plan for 
demanding accessibility of drug treatments 
for AIDS patients. 

Kramer co-founded the GMHC, but was 
soon disillusioned and ostracized for his 
call-to-arms approach. The government’s 
refusal to fund the kind of basic AIDS 
research and public health education pro¬ 
grams that other viruses or infectious dis¬ 
eases outbreaks would normally get, 
enraged Kramer to the point where he was 
willing to try something new. “If this article 
doesn’t rouse you to anger, fury, rage, and 
action, gay men may have no future on this 
earth,” he wrote in the March 14 Native arti¬ 
cle. “Further, a number of AIDS Network 
members have been studying civil disobedi¬ 
ence with one of the experts from Dr. 


Martin Luther King’s old team.” He advised 
would-be activists to be prepared for sit-ins 
and traffic tie-ups. And to be ready to get 
arrested. 

A little more than four years later 
Kramer and fellow entertainment industry 
colleague Martin Sheen led a meeting at the 
New York Gay and Lesbian Community 
Services Center to call attention to the 
steadily worsening situation. The crowd of 
about 350 caught Kramer’s vision and sense 
of urgency, and before the night was over 
the AIDS Coalition To Unleash Power, or 
ACT UP, was bom. 

Lighting a fire under gays and lesbians, 
to make to them view ACT UP’s fight for 
medical treatment as a fight for their very 
lives, was not an easy transition for Kramer. 
He was a Yale University graduate, veteran 
of the U.S. Army, Oscar-winning screen¬ 
writer (for Women in Love), and controver¬ 
sial novelist ( Faggots ) who regarded gay 
politics as a world filled with “the loud¬ 
mouths, the unkempt, and the dirty,” 
according to his 1989 collection of essays. 
Reports from the Holocaust. Throughout 
the 1970s he had spent Gay Pride Days on 
Fire Island, cavalierly toasting the “strag¬ 
gling, pitiful marches” miles away in 
Manhattan. Until AIDS came knocking. 


On March 25, 1987, ACT UP was ready 
for its first action. Approximately 250 pro¬ 
testers blocked rush hour traffic on Wall 
Street, resulting in the arrest of 17 people in 
front of Trinity 
Church. The New 
York Times carried 
only a captioned 
photograph. But 
not for long. ACT 
UP and its mes¬ 
sage of indignant 
rage became a 
media sensation. 

Kramer and his 
multi-gendered 
band of queer 
activists had hit a 
Larry Kramer nerve, and by 

year’s end there 

- were ACT UP 

chapters every¬ 
where proclaiming “Silence = Death.” In its 
first year, ACT UP members got arrested at 
the White House, sued Northwest Airlines 
for barring PWAs from flying on their 
planes, and mounted the largest act of civil 
disobedience since the Vietnam War on the 
steps of the Supreme Court. In all, 600 peo¬ 
ple were arrested by police wearing rubber 


gloves. 

Whenever New York City mayors have 
tried to cut AIDS funding, ACT UP was 
there literally shouting down proceedings 
until funding was restored. They booed 
President Reagan’s anemic AIDS speech in 
May 1987 and blew whistles from the 
bleachers when President Bush gave a rare 
speech to the 1991 graduating class of the 
California Institute of Technology in 
Pasadena. In January 1988, 19 Bay Area 
members of ACT UP were arrested at the 
offices of Burroughs-Wellcome, the makers 
of AZT, for demonstrating against the com¬ 
pany’s price gouging. On World AIDS Day 
1989, ACT UP/East Bay appeared on the 
steps of Oakland’s City Hall to point out 
that “not a penny was going towards AIDS,” 
recalled John Iverson. Soon, $50,000 worth 
of food and housing vouchers for people 
with AIDS was released by the city. 

Today ACT UP members sit on commit¬ 
tees at the NIH and smaller AIDS boards 
nationwide. They have more than 70 chap¬ 
ters worldwide and in the United States. 

Kramer told the Bay Area Reporter he is 
planning to come to San Francisco in May 
to speak at Project Inform’s annual dinner. 
Further details were not immediately avail¬ 
able. T

eight-woman wrestling team for 
Gay Games IV, and produced a 
fundraiser for the Women’s 
Cancer Resource Center that 
brought it a 1993 Cable Car nom¬ 
ination for best women’s event. 

• Doreena Wong, for communi¬ 
ty activism. Wong has dedicated 
her career to civil rights law. She 
is currently a legal advisor to 


Community United Against 
Violence and is a staff attorney 
with the Asian Law Caucus, where 
she directs both the Hate Violence 
and Voting Rights Projects. 

Proceeds raised at the benefit 
dinner and award ceremony will 
go towards a community-based 
grant program begun by Bay Area 
Career Women in 1989, “A Fund 
Of Our Own.”

households - including gay men 
who choose to live collectively 
- has not been addressed. 

“There are a lot of reasons 
why roommates don’t work out. 
It could be someone’s personal 
habits, that someone in a non¬ 
smoking house takes up smok¬ 
ing ia the middle of the parlor 
and even though you say they 
can’t smoke in the house, that’s 
not a reason for evicting him,” 
Trumbo says. 

According to Trumbo, “there 
are dozens of reasons” why the 
ordinance discriminates against 
collective living situations and 
people who prefer to live in 
owner-occupied buildings. 

“Imagine sharing a bathroom 
with someone with whom you 
are fighting in court,” he com¬ 
plains. “I may be able to reoccu¬ 
py the room myself, but I could¬ 
n’t let anyone else live in this 
room - for a full 12 months. 
Should I not be able to afford 
the increased rent, I couldn’t ask 
others in the house to help, as 


their rent share is now regulated 
by the ordinance as well.” 

Trumbo, a 30 year San 
Francisco resident, has owned 
his house for two decades - and 
says that he understands the rea¬ 
son for rent control legislation is 
due to abuses by large land¬ 
lords. However, he says, the end 
of the owner-occupied four- 
units-or-less exemption will 
only adversely affect the hous¬ 
ing stock in San Francisco. 

“My God, without the right to 
ask someone to leave, how can 
we ever risk asking someone to 
share our homes?” he wonders. 

Migden said the attempt to fix 
the oversight by tenant’s rights 
groups of domestic partners in 
the legislation was not necessari¬ 
ly the last word on the ordinance. 

She invited Trumbo and 
other homeowners - gay, les¬ 
bian, and straight - with con¬ 
cerns about collective house¬ 
holds to come to the March 9 
hearing to raise their concerns. 
The hearing will be held 
Thursday, March 9 at 10 a.m. in 
the 4th floor committee room at 
the relocated City Hall, 401 Van 
Ness Ave. ▼

ing on the allegations — but the 
negotiated settlement offer is 
“not available to him [Raab] any¬ 
more,” Beckwith told the B.A.R. 

Raab’s case was delayed 
after his first appointed public 
defender filed a “McKenzie 
Motion,” in which the lawyer 
effectively fires the client. 

Attorney Mark Goldrosen 
was named to defend Raab 
Friday, February 10. 

Goldrosen said there had 
apparently been a “breakdown 
in rapport” between Raab and 
the attorney originally appoint¬ 


ed to defend him. 

Investigators said Citizens 
United Against Violence (CUAV) 
played a key role in the case, by 
coordinating reports from various 
victims into a cohesive pattern 
leading to Raab’s arrest. 

After reading a January 26 
B.A.R. story about Raab’s cap¬ 
ture, two additional victims 
stepped forward, one of whom 
told investigators that the sus¬ 
pect used a stun gun on him. 
Other victims allege they were 
robbed at knifepoint or threat¬ 
ened with a metal rod. 

Although Raab’s physical 
health is reportedly deteriorating, 
Beckwith and Goldrosen would 
not discuss his condition. T

controversial views on AIDS 
transmission and quarantine - 
inflamed community sensitivi¬ 
ties, and was unbalanced, so he 
substituted a previous Donahue 
program. KSFO has refused to 
discuss publicly the reasons for 
the termination, beyond a gener¬ 
al statement issued by Swanson 
that the station “was sorry that it 
didn’t work out” and that it 
“wished Emerson well.” 

Hernandez is openly critical 
of the station’s promotion of 
“hatred and fear” - and the mis¬ 
information it spreads about 
AIDS. 

Ben Carlson, deputy director 
of Mobilization Against AIDS, 
attended the meeting with 
Supervisor Angela Alioto, rep¬ 
resentatives of Gay and Lesbian 
Alliance Against Defamation, 
and ACT UP/Golden Gate. 
According to Carlson, Swanson 


said in the meeting that he 
called Emerson into his office 
after his comments regarding 
AIDS and said that he needed to 
get a medical authority to sup¬ 
port them. 

Emerson brought in right- 
wing homophobe Dr. Lorraine 
Day, former chief of orthopedics 
at San Francisco General 
Hospital, who believes that 
AIDS is casually transmitted 
and is airborne, and is a propo¬ 
nent of quarantine for people 
with AIDS. 

Swanson told the group he 
had been to the San Francisco 
Public Library and done his own 
research on AIDS, which indi¬ 
cated such routes of transmis¬ 
sion were not impossible. 

“I responded by saying that 
no responsible physician would 
say they were absolutely impos¬ 
sible but I have more chance 
walking down a street and being 
hit by a meteorite,” Carlson said. 
“They know that. It was pathet¬ 
ic.” 


An AIDS expert and physi¬ 
cian, Hernandez dismisses 
Day’s controversial views as 
medically unfounded. 

“She was the chief of ortho¬ 
pedics at San Francisco General 
Hospital,” Hernandez said. “She 
set bones. 

“She was not chief of infec¬ 
tious diseases. She was not chief 
of communicable diseases. She 
is not an AIDS expert. There is 
no scientific data to support her 
position of the transmission of 
AIDS.” 

The meeting between the 
activists and the station manage¬ 
ment had a hostile edge to it, 
Carlson told the Bay Area 
Reporter. 

He said that Luckoff seemed 
to have a “gleam of contempt” 
in his eye for Ed Zold, a mem¬ 
ber of ACT UP/Golden Gate 
who has been a key community 
organizer in the issue. 

Zold, who has AIDS, 
reminded Luckoff that he sat on 
the board of directors of the 


non-profit Broadcast Skills 
Bank, which includes assisting 
gays and lesbians as well as 
other minorities break into the 
broadcast industry as part of its 
mission statement. 

“Luckoff turned white when 
Ed mentioned that, and when he 
mentioned the names of the peo¬ 
ple at Capital Cities/ABC he 
had spoken with. They clearly 
thought he was just a silly creep 
from ACT UP and they found 
out he had done all this 
research,” Carlson said. 

“It seemed as though they had 
a personal axe to grind with me,” 
Zold told the Bay Area Reporter. 
He blasted the station for allow¬ 
ing a broadcaster to intentionally 
spread misinformation about 
AIDS as a ratings ploy. 

While the station apologized 
to Alioto, who initially asked the 
Human Rights Commission to 
mediate the incident and her 
aide Jerry Windley, Carlson 
noted that there was no apology 
to people with AIDS or to the 


gay and lesbian community, 
which had also been the subject 
of Emerson’s attacks. 

Hernandez, who is the City’s 
top medical officer, said that she 
“was very glad” to provide 
KSFO listeners with accurate 
information about AIDS and its 
transmission, and said that igno¬ 
rance and fear about the disease 

- and the kind of baiting done 
by Emerson on KSFO airwaves 

- contributed to violence in the 
community. 

The station contacted her last 
week, she said, after initially 
providing a “curt reply” to an 
earlier letter from the 
Department of Health, com¬ 
plaining that Emerson’s views 
were medically inaccurate and 
that the public was being misin¬ 
formed. 

“Promoting hatred and fear 
and calls for quarantine really 
do create unrest. It’s hard to 
believe that in 1995, you’d hear 
that on a radio station in San 
Francisco,” Hernandez said. ▼

New Magazine Blends Erotica, 
Politics and Culture 


Running ‘Wilde’ 


by Wayne Hoffman 

T he past few years have wit¬ 
nessed a boom in America’s 
gay magazine industry. 
From Out to Urban Fitness , 
we’ve seen ’em all. Some have 
stayed around longer than others, but 
most have gone some distance in 
proving that humor, art, fashion, pol¬ 
itics and health are big concerns for 
gays and lesbians. 

Ironically, somewhere in the mad 
rush for national advertisers and 
mainstream respectability, one cen¬ 


tral component of the elusive “gay 
lifestyle” has nearly vanished: sex. 

John Fall, editor of the new 
national magazine Wilde, intends to 
change all that. Wilde, which pre¬ 
mieres this month, will integrate gay 
male erotica, short fiction (and even 
naked men) in a publication devoted 
to gay culture, politics and media. 
Fall’s toughest challenge is to make 
the magazine cohesive and appeal¬ 
ing without turning it into a brown- 
bag porno mag.

Mark Finch Remembered 


ark Finch, programmer of San 
Francisco’s acclaimed lesbian and gay 
film festival since 1992, was remem¬ 
bered by colleagues, city officials, 
friends and family members in a memorial service 
at the Castro Theatre on Sunday, Feb. 26. 

The 90-minute tribute reviewed Finch’s accom¬ 
plishments both in his native England, where he 
worked for the British Film Institute, and in San 
Francisco, where his success with Frameline, the 
producers of the SFILGFF, has been widely recog¬ 
nized. Speakers painted a vivid portrait of a witty, 
creative man with a unique appreciation for 
American pop culture. The personal struggles that 
led Finch to take his own life in early January 
remain elusive. 

The service began with a welcome from comedi¬ 
an Marga Gomez. “Mark liked me to host,” Gomez 
told the Sunday morning crowd of several hundred. 


She was followed by Finch’s 
friend and roommate, Ron 
Zuckerman, his predecessor 
at Frameline, Michael 
Lumpkin, who graciously 
acknowledged Finch’s con¬ 
tributions to gay and lesbian 
film exhibition, British critic 
and friend Judith 
Williamson, and Jenni 
Olson, former festival co¬ 
programmer who co-wrote 
with Finch the B.A.R.’s Out 

- There column. Olson also 

contributed a montage of Finch home videos mixed 
with his favorite scenes from trash TV. Former 
Frameline Executive Director Tom DiMaria com¬ 
piled a moving photo montage set to Everything But 
Continued on page 36

“It’s all woven together,” 
assured Fall in a recent inter¬ 
view. “We’re definitely trying to 
make it one whole piece of cloth 
instead of two separate subjects 
put together on the same plate. 
The erotica will occur naturally 
in the book.” 

In addition to erotic stories, 
Wilde will include nude male 
photo essays - even a center¬ 
fold. Fall notes that the maga¬ 
zine will more likely appear on 
newsstands between Honcho 
and Drummer than Ten Percent 
and Vanity Fair. But, claims 
Fall, that won’t hurt Wilde’s 
image. 

“I think a lot of people will 
call it pornography, and I don’t 
have a problem with the word 
pornography. It’s not a bad word 
to me. I also know that the word 
doesn’t exist in a vacuum, but I 
don’t think Wilde will be 
obscene. It will be erotic.” 

Bring on the boys 

Wilde ’ s publisher, former gay 
porn star Scott O’Hara, also 
publishes the gay sex quarterly 
Steam, for which Fall once 
worked as a contributing editor. 
So when the two men hooked up 
to work on Wilde, they already 
had a working knowledge of 
how to market a gay erotic mag¬ 
azine. While Fall acknowledges 
that the inclusion of naked men 
may alienate some readers, he 
confesses with no visible love 
lost that these are not his target 
readers anyway. 

“Some people will look at it 
and say this is pornography and 
not pick it up, but we’re not out 
to please those people,” he says. 
“We’re out to please people who 
want to look at naked men and 
who want a magazine that cov¬ 
ers general interest subjects.” 

While the naked men have 
attracted the most attention, 
Wilde also plans to cover other 
features of community interest. 
The premiere issue includes a 
look at Dennis Cooper’s movie 
Frisk, an interview with drag 
performer Pussy Tourette and 
poetry by Allen Ginsberg. The 
full-color bimonthly will also 
include regular columns by sex 
advisor Pat Califia and Reggie 
Williams, the former executive 
director for the National Task 
Force on AIDS Prevention. 

But Fall says he’s not inter¬ 
ested just in celebrity writers. 
As a former publisher of small 
’zines on the West Coast, he 
knows that little-known writers 
often have the freshest perspec¬ 
tives. “There are a lot of people 
out there with a lot of good 
ideas who don’t have the chance 
to have those ideas heard,” notes 
Fall. 

Advertisers 
fear gay pom 

Even if famous writers were 
writing for Wilde, convincing 
sponsors to advertise in a gay 
periodical featuring erotic pho¬ 
tography is anything but easy. 
Fall admits that attracting real 
advertising money will be a 
serious hurdle; in the meantime, 
a few gay companies have 
placed ads, and the relatively 
steep cover price ($5.95) will 
help offset the cost of producing 
a 90-page color magazine. 

Once Wilde establishes a rep¬ 
utation, Fall hopes national 
advertisers will come on board. 
After all, it isn’t pornography 
per se that scares advertisers off; 
they advertise in Playboy and 
even Playgirl regularly. It’s 
specifically gay pornography

that is the problem. 

Fall hopes that Wilde will 
find advertisers and attract a 
large audience - its initial press 
run of 45,000 is comparable to 
the more established Ten 
Percent and Genre - by appeal¬ 
ing to “the whole gay man.” 
Fall does not see his publication 
as a rival for long-standing pop¬ 
ular magazines, but rather hopes 
to complement them, resulting, 
finally, in a more complete pic¬ 
ture of gay men’s interests. 

Widening the lens 
of gay erotica 

If it seems a novel idea to 
bring pom into the fold of a 
lifestyle magazine, it’s hardly 
new. A quick look at old pom 
mags from the ’70s, like 
Mandate, is enough to remind 
readers that in the days before 
gay lifestyle magazines existed 
in anything like today’s num¬ 
bers, issues like gay news, arts 
and culture were covered in 
porn magazines between the 
photo spreads. Wilde, then, is 
reminiscent of pom magazines 
of the past more than it is pre¬ 
scient of lifestyle mags of the 
future. 

With one important caveat. 
Wilde will differ from other gay 
pornographic magazines in a 
very significant way: the men it 
features. Instead of focusing on 
men who star in gay pom videos 
or strippers who look like 
Marky Mark gym clones, Wilde 
hopes to widen the lens of gay 
erotica. 

“We’re featuring the men 
who don’t model for a living or 
who aren’t porn stars,” says 
Fall. “The guys we feature are 
from the community, so to 
speak, guys who are holding 
down jobs and have no com¬ 
punction about being featured 
nude in a magazine. 

“We also hope to really 
broaden the representation of 
desire for gay men,” he contin¬ 
ues. “We’re not going to focus 
on the calendar-card-coffee- 
table-book types who are 
always white and obviously 
work out every day. Sometimes 
I’m sure we will feature some¬ 
one like that, but there will be a 
mix. There will be people of 
color, people who don’t work 
out, and people with body hair.” 

If Fall seems bent on chal¬ 
lenging the norms for both porn 
and lifestyle mags, he’s also 
confident that this shift in desir¬ 
ability will be welcomed by gay 
men who are tired of seeing the 
same body types in gay maga¬ 
zines and advertisements. 

“I’ve had a really good reac¬ 
tion to that concept,” he says. 
“Gay men and bisexual men 
want to see people who look 


like them and the people they’re 
dealing with every day. We’re 
not all dating Bob or Rod 
Jackson-Paris. I think we want 
some acknowledgment that the 
people we’re dating can be sexy 
and often are sexy.” ▼

V viewers can be guar¬ 
anteed that as soon as 
Olympic heartthrob 
Greg Louganis wraps 
up the TV promotional tour this 
week for his new autobiography 
(it’s called Breaking the 
Surface), the subject of AIDS 
will disappear from newscasts 
like a hot potato. Last week’s 
Louganis buzz proved once 
again that when broadcast 
media want to make a story hap¬ 
pen on American television the 
best way to secure an audience 
is to use an athlete. Remember 
Magic Johnson? Arthur Ashe? 
The sad lesson here is that with¬ 
out someone sexy to sell it, 
AIDS is no longer a story that 
guarantees high ratings. Now 
back to O.J. 

Bottom lines notwithstand¬ 
ing, the only way queers can be 
assured that our stories get told 
is to keep putting pressure on 
the broadcast media. Whether 
it’s a lesbian parenting story or 
one about the latest advances in 
AIDS research, we must make 
the straight media tell these sto¬ 
ries. If not, we have to find a 
way to tell them ourselves. 
Oddly enough, with more queer 
images on TV than ever before, 
a definable history of gay 
imagery is beginning to emerge 
within the medium. It becomes 
clearer to see everyday.

Case in point: While surfing 
the airwaves one weekend, I 
caught sight of Liberace on an 
old episode of Batman prancing 
around in all his glory as special 
guest-villain Chandell. The next 
day - same bat time, same bat 
channel - Ethel Merman 
appeared on the show as the evil 
Lola Lasagna. 

Now if, as we all know. 
Batman was created as self-con¬ 


scious camp - I mean look at 
those camera angles, listen to 
that stilted dialogue - and if, as 
Susan Sontag says, queers con¬ 
stitute “the most articulate audi¬ 
ence of camp,” then both 
Liberace’s and Merman’s 
appearance on the show add 
layers of gay subtext to an aes¬ 
thetic that is already decidedly 

gay- 

In any case, as cable TV con¬ 


tinues to broaden the landscape 
of available programming, 
queer images on the tube are 
becoming so routine that you 
can actually sit on your couch 
for 10 solid hours and be guar¬ 
anteed a queer image of some 
sort every hour on the hour. 

3 p.m. - 6 p.m. 

Pretend, for a moment, you 
take a late lunch at work, and 
you don’t go back to the office. 
It’s 2 p.m. and you tell your 
boss you’re not feeling well. 
You leave work, stop off at the 
local market for a couple tins of 
Jiffy Pop and head home, ready 
for a relaxing half-day in front 
of the tube. 

I suggest we start off with 
my all-time favorite gay charac¬ 
ter, Russell (David Marshall 
Grant) on Thirtysomething 
(Lifetime, 3 p.m.). Handsome, 
intelligent, and an artist, Russell 
is as authentic a gay character as 
you’ll find on TV. Of course, the 

4 p.m. slot may require a bit 
more imagination on the view¬ 
er’s part. Now, we all know 
Ricki Lake (KRON) is perhaps 
“talk’s” biggest fag hag, but that 
doesn’t guarantee she’ll opt for 
a gay subject on every one of 
her programs. So in the reserve 
4 p.m. slot is Sesame Street 
(KQED) - after all, Bert and 
Ernie are lovers. 

At 5 p.m., El’s Gossip Show 
should provide you with ample 
queer dish from the Village 
Voice’s openly gay columnist 
Michael Musto and Premiere 
magazine’s way-fey Ted 
Casablanca. Outed local broad¬ 
cast mogul Jim Gabbert airs The 
Beverly Hillbillies at 5:30 on 
KOFY/20. (Who can resist the 
lesbian wiles of closeted Nancy 
Kulp’s Miss Hathaway?) 

At 6 p.m., catch “out” les¬ 
bian Amanda Bearse on repeats 
of Married ... with Children 
(KTVU). Next, old Roseanne 
repeats on KBHK, with its two 
gay characters, Leon (Martin 
Mull) and Nancy (Sandra 
Bernhard). 

7 p.m. - 1 a.m. 

At 7 p.m. it’s on to Comedy 
Central for Soap and Billy 
Crystal’s portrayal of gay char¬ 
acter Jodie Dallas. At 7:30 p.m. 
jump over to Channel 9 for that 
British sales queen on Are You

‘Angels’ Sweeps Critics 
Circle Nominations

ilm has its Oscar, 
Broadway has its Tony 
and San Francisco has 
its Bay Area Theater 
Critics Circle awards. 

This year’s nominations, 204 
in all, honor 159 Bay Area pro¬ 
ductions from the 1994 theatri¬ 
cal season. Among those nomi¬ 
nations are several notable nods 
to gay and lesbian theater. 

Repeating its 1991 coup, 
when the original Eureka 
Theatre production of Tony 
Kushner’s Angels in America 
earned 11 nominations, this 
year’s A.C.T. production of 
the Pulitzer-prize winning 
“gay fantasia on national 
themes” has earned 11 
BATCC nominations. Angels 
secured nominations for out¬ 
standing production as well as 
outstanding performance 
nominations for each of its 
eight cast members. Angels 
led the pack with 11 nomina¬ 
tions, followed by Berkeley 
Rep’s The Woman Warrior 
with 10 and A.C.T.’s Light Up 
the Sky with eight. 

John Fisher’s charming gay 
romance. The Joy of Gay Sex, 
which has just extended its 
already extended run at Fort 
Mason’s Bayfront Theater, 
received nominations in two 
categories: Paul Tena was nom¬ 
inated for principal perfor¬ 
mance, male; Fisher was nomi¬ 
nated in the original script cate¬ 
gory; and the entire cast was 
nominated for its ensemble per¬ 
formance. 

Several other gay play¬ 
wrights are also represented in 
the nominations. The Actors 
Theater production of gay 
Canadian playwright Michel 
Tremblay’s La Maison 
Suspendue received nods for 
best set and for best supporting 
performance (male) for Louis 
Parnell’s turn as a cross-dress¬ 
er. Two of New York’s finest 
gay playwright’s, Terence 
McNally and Jon Robin 
Baitz, are represented with 
their plays Lips Together, Teeth 
Apart and Three Hotels respec¬ 
tively. 

In the solo performance cat¬ 
egory, two of the five nominees 
are gay. Texas’ Paul Bonin- 
Rodriguez was nominated for 
his touching The Bible Belt 
and Other Accessories and 
local favorite Steven 
Patterson was nominated for 
his erotic interpretation of Jean 
Genet’s writings in Beauty. For 
outstanding solo musical per¬ 
formance, Ron Johnson 
earned a nomination for his 
one-man version of the musical 
Dirty Dreams of a Clean-Cut 
Kid. 

In other musical categories, 
Henry Mach and Darien 
Martus were nominated for 
outstanding original book and 
lyrics and outstanding musical 
score for Some Love, their fol¬ 
low-up to Dirty Dreams. Also 
nominated for original musical 
score was Mark Sargent of 
the defunct Artfull Circle 
Theater for his score to the 
drag western extravaganza Way 
Out West. 

Multiple awards for out¬ 
standing achievement will be 
presented to approximately 85 
recipients in categories of per¬ 
formance, direction and techni-

Melting Not 

Pratibha Parmar’s The 
Colour of Britain arrives on our 
shores at a propitious moment, 
what with the passage of the 
immigrant-baiting Proposition 
187 and the current debate 
brewing over affirmative action. 

Pat Buchanan was on TV this 
past weekend extolling America 
as a color-blind melting pot. 
Coming out of his mouth, the 
notion sounded particularly 
ludicrous, but The Colour of 
Britain questions whether a 
nation’s becoming a melting pot 
is desirable in the first place. 

Parmar looks at these con¬ 
cepts as represented in the arts 
in contemporary Britain. After 
several decades that have pro¬ 
duced dramatic demographic 
shifts there, the “single lens” 
that previously defined British 
culture has become “fractured,” 
says Jatinder Verma, artistic 
director of the Tara Arts Theatre 
Company. 

Other lenses operate now, 
says Verma: “The lenses of 
women, the lenses of black peo¬ 
ple from the West Indies, or 
black people from Africa ... 
from Asians, from the south 
continent or other parts of the 
diaspora.” 

All these lenses are British, 
Verma asserts, but they’ve been 
“operating in an ambivalent ter¬ 
ritory.” The project of the Tara 
Arts Theatre Company has been 
to present new texts or look at 
existing ones, European or oth¬ 
erwise, through the various lens¬ 
es described. 

This may sound jargonistic 
on the page, but one of the many 
pleasures of The Colour of 
Britain is the vibrancy with 
which the stage and visual art¬ 
works Parmar excerpts illustrate 
the ways in which “one culture 
coming into contact with anoth¬ 
er extends the boundaries of 
both.” 

The type of cross-pollination 
Verma discusses has always 
occurred, though it hasn’t 
always been acknowledged. 
Verma discusses the “enormous 
irony around” Bertolt Brecht, 
namely that his techniques of 
theatre were inspired “by his 
encounter with Asian theatre, 
quite specifically with Beijing 
Opera.” The paradox, says 
Verma, is that in the past British 
and Western European theatre 
have approached Brecht as if 
“entirely ignorant” of these 
Asian influences. 

All the artists in Parmar’s 
film challenge British culture to 
visualize a future where differ¬ 
ence isn’t marginalized or mere¬

ly tolerated but embraced as a 
fact of life. Ultimately, the goal 
is the expansion of the cultural 
imagination - from simple 
things like being able to “see” 
beyond an Asian actor’s skin 
when she or he performs a tradi¬ 
tionally “white” role, or provid¬ 
ing more diversity in roles writ¬ 
ten directly for people of color, 
to a recognition of the complex¬ 
ities of identity. Culture, as sev¬ 
eral artists state, is as much a 
matter of where someone feels 
“home” as anything to do with 
race or nationality. 

Choreographer Shobana 
Jeyasingh says “the circle will 
have turned completely when 
the British Consul ... sends us 
[her dance company] to India as 
examples of British culture.” 
Parmar presents a compelling 
case that the time is ripe to do so 
now; her conclusions are emi¬ 
nently applicable here.

Careful constructions 

As a Korean living in Japan, 
filmmaker Toichi Nakata’s 
father found himself at sea cul¬ 
turally, and also emotionally and 
economically. He carefully con¬ 
structed workable solutions both 
at home - setting up house with 
Nakata’s Japanese mother - and 
at work as a moneylender, 
which Osaka Story - A 
Documentary informs us was 
one of the few jobs open to 
Koreans in Japan. 

Nakata, who lives in London, 
went home to explore his her¬ 
itage and also to explain to his 
parents why he chooses to live 
in the West and why he won’t be 
setting up a family like they 
expect. He finds out all sorts of 
things about his family he never 
knew or never fully knew. 

Osaka Story's proceedings 
have the feel of soap opera. His 


uncle provides Nakata with 
some insight into his dad’s atti¬ 
tudes toward his mother - while 
father sits at his office desk run¬ 
ning an electric shaver over his 
face. Father’s only comment on 
his brother’s litany is that “all 
families have problems.” We 
learn that Nakata’s brother was 
disowned by the father for 
becoming a Moonie (he’s later 
reinstated when he joins the 
family business) and another 
sister was abandoned for marry¬ 
ing a Japanese (which was no 
different from what her father 
did). 

The father’s treatment of his 
daughter is the least of his 
hypocrisy - all along he’s had a 
second family in Korea, of 
which the Japanese one has 
been vaguely aware. The father 
is not speaking to his own sister, 
apparently because she attempt¬ 
ed to help his wife try to block 
his Korean marriage. Toichi’s 
mother did not follow up on her 
sister-in-law’s advice. 

Although he never can bring 
himself to tell his father the 
complete truth about being 
queer - ironic, since he traipses 
around for several weeks ferret¬ 
ing out his dad’s story - he does 
come to understand the sense of 
displacement his father felt liv¬ 
ing in a nation that didn’t wel¬ 
come him. The elder Nakata 
tells Toichi that he likes neither 
of his homelands but feels 
somewhat happier in Korea. 
Though Toichi’s sympathies lie 
totally with his mother, he does 
accept the emotional, if not the 
moral, logic of his father’s 
actions. 

As with his previous docu¬ 
mentary, Minoru and Me, about 
a friend with cerebral palsy, 
Nakata pushes his subjects to 
the limit (though not himself 
when he becomes the subject of 
his piece). A call to his mother 
from Korea giving her the 
details of his father’s situation 
there - something she’s obvi¬ 
ously accommodated with a 
complex system of denial - 
seems especially cruel. 

His admission of his homo¬ 
sexuality to his mother occurs 
off-camera and, even more sus¬ 
pect, Nakata ends the film say¬ 
ing that a showdown with his 
father over his sexuality will 
have to wait until “I feel more 
confident as a filmmaker.” If he 
hadn’t documented his family’s 
capacity for rationalization so 
convincingly, this claim would 
seem like a pathetic cop-out. 
Instead, it’s a perfectly perverse 
note on which to close his most 
peculiar documentary. ▼

mi ne of my first room- 
ill III mates in San Fran- 
111 |P cisco was a lesbian 
who absolutely 
shocked several of our mutual 
acquaintances when she came 
out as a hooker. “What kind of 
lesbian fucks men for 
money?” I recall someone 
asking. “Well,” I snapped 
back, “what kind of lesbian 
would she be if she fucked 
them for free?” 

In Hima B.’s Straight for the 
Money: Interviews with Queer 
Sex Workers, which plays as part 
of this year’s Asian American 
International Film Festival, 
eight lesbian and bisexual 
women who work in the sex 
industry answer all of the 
important questions - except 
one. While Hima B. explores 
nearly every aspect of her sub¬ 
jects’ lives with sensitivity, 
intelligence and humor, the all- 
important issue of money seems 
glossed over. 

The only two fields in which 
women make more money than 
men are fashion modeling and 
sex work, a fact that the film’s 
director would have been well 
served to explore. Not a lot 
comes out of the film’s “Sex 
Work vs. 9-5” segment. It 
would have been enlightening 
to find out how much sex-work¬ 
ers make, on the average, if 
only to compare those incomes 
with profits made from 
“straight” jobs. For all the abuse 
many of these women talk 
about taking, one has to ask if 
it’s worth it. Without knowing 
that, it’s difficult to judge. As 
one woman says, “Even when 
you have a nice customer who’s 
giving you five hundred dollars 
for a couple of hours, it’s still 
not enough.” Yet for another, “A 
guy stuck two hundred dollars 
up the crack of my ass the other 
night - that was a positive expe¬ 
rience.” 

The New Buy-Sexuals 

There are other positive expe¬ 
riences. “Working in the sex 
industry is like working on the 
front lines of feminism,” 
explains one stripper. And sex 
work has made some of the 
women understand the murky 
boundaries between love, sex 
and intimacy and has even 
helped them deal with relation¬ 
ships. However, it’s not always 
easy to predict other lesbians’ 
reactions. 

“Butches say ‘Oooohh baby’ 
and femmes say ‘How much 
does it pay?”’ laughs one sex- 
worker, who credits her line of 
work with helping her over¬ 
come a fear of the penis. “After 
you’ve seen hundreds of them 
shooting cum all over a glass 
wall, you get over it. It’s just 
another part of the body.” Other 
women in the industry are not 
so cock friendly. “I would hate 
to be straight and know what I 
know about men,” says one 
stripper. 

Featuring some enlightening 
and often very funny commen¬ 
tary by sexperts Carol Queen, 
Joan Nestle, Scarlot Harlot and 
Annie Sprinkle (including a 
hysterical moment when 
Sprinkle’s dachshund begins 
humping her leg while she’s 
explaining sex work). Straight 
for the Money provides a new 
look at the world’s oldest pro¬ 


fession. When one prostitute 
recalls her childhood experience 
watching Gypsy Rose Lee 
movies on TV and wanting to 
“grow up strong and sexual,” 
one realizes that’s how all 
women in the film grew up. 

This is an important film, if 
only because sex work says 
more about gender, class and 
money in our society than any¬ 
thing they’ll teach you in col¬ 
lege. Just ask any Smith grad 
who’s stripping at Mitchell 
Brothers. T

oman Polanski once 
explained that his 
intent in shooting a 
scene in Rosemary's 
Baby where the character on 
screen is partially hidden by a 
doorway was to get the viewer 
to physically lean to the left in 
an attempt to see the complete 
frame. 

Canadian filmmaker Atom 
Egoyan’s latest film. Exotica, 
also inspires a physical response 
- the desire to rewind and replay 
scenes you’ve just viewed in 
order to more fully grasp the 
casual intimations being made 
about his characters and their 
relationships. 

Watching Exotica is both 
challenging and frustrating. You 
know you’re interested in this 
dark urban tale, but you resent 
having to wait so long to know 
the characters. And just when 
you’re really into them, the 
movie is over. Many questions 
remain unanswered. 

Why, for instance, does 
Thomas, a young, nerdishly 
awkward gay man who smug¬ 
gles rare birds, continue to play- 
out this scene: Thomas goes to 
the ballet with two tickets, one 
for himself and one to sell to 


some attractive young man. 
Whether or not Thomas actually 
likes ballet remains unclear, but 
during the performance, 
Thomas stares at the crotches of 
his potential companions. After 
the show, Thomas returns the 
money for the ticket to his com¬ 
panions, professing guilt over 
selling a ticket he claims he got 
as a gift. When the other man 
inevitably asks Thomas if he can 
buy him a drink with the 
returned money, Thomas, who is 
clearly gay and attracted to his 
companions, says “no” and 
walks away without so much as 
a glance back? 

If that seems provocative, 
greater mysteries swirl around 
Francis, a WASP accountant in 
his late 30s, who entertains 
undefined relationships with 
two young women. Tracey, 16 
and blonde, lives in a rough 
neighborhood (signified in the 
film by repeated swells of reg¬ 
gae music). She jumps in and 
out of Francis’ car, regards him 
blankly, and coolly accepts his 
money. The other woman is 
worldly, dark-haired beauty 
Christina, who works in a strip 
club called Exotica. Each night 
she plays the role of an innocent 
but decidedly sexy schoolgirl 
who performs private dances for

feel. The concept of “the exotic” 
is superficially explored, as is 
any relation it may have to gen¬ 
der or race. The gay content is 
mundane in the context of the 
storyline, except for a lesbian 
kiss between Christina and Club 
Exotica’s pregnant madam, Zoe. 
You’re not sure if their brief kiss 
implies attachment or submis¬ 
sion, and their relationship 
remains undeveloped. 

For as many sexy people and 
potentially sexy situations 
Exotica provides, it isn’t eroti¬ 
ca. It’s definitely more like 
foreplay, which, as we all know, 
can sometimes be far more sat¬ 
isfying. ▼

Francis that bring him to tears. 
As the film draws to a close, 
Thomas and Francis become 
partners in a desperate ploy that 


is both passionate and foolish. 

The Cario-born Armenian 
Egoyan is the closest thing

'Sensual Classics' 


Music and Beefcake

anana Republic did it, 
so did Dewars, Ikea 
and American Ex¬ 
press. So it was just a 
matter of time before a major 
recording company jumped on 
the gay merchandising band¬ 
wagon? 

Doubtless, there are plenty of 
us in the classical-music circuit 
who are tickled pink to see things 
like Teldec’s (Warner Classics) 
new Sensual Classics release, 
which features on its cover a 
photo of two scantily clad, hand¬ 
some guys cuddling like there’s 
no tomorrow. Nice as that is, 
however, some of us wonder 
what the real motive is behind 
this record with the sexy cover. 

Actually, it’s more than just 
the cover. There are photos of 
the models inside the disc 
(along with an offer of a com¬ 
panion poster) and the jewel 
box’s plastic holder is made of 
pink plastic. It all adds up to a 
pretty full concept, but perhaps 
it’s the faintly patronizing flavor 
of the ad copy that casts linger¬ 
ing doubts about the recording’s 
real aims. (As for those boys, 
it’s easier to imagine them audi¬ 
tioning for Madonna’s back-up 
band than listening to a 
Schubert impromptu.) 

First reactions aside - and I 
must admit some pleasure at 
being seriously recognized as a 
consumer force - we should 
judge the actual content of the 
disc to determine whether or not 
it’s a genuine appreciation of 
music or simply a cynical 
attempt to bilk us at full retail 
for musical excerpts that are 
widely available elsewhere. 

There are few complaints 
about the music itself. Eleven 
tracks and a full playing time of 
75 minutes is pretty generous. 
Teldec’s stable of respected, 
though hardly idolized, artists 
contributes slow movements 
from Beethoven sonatas, 
Chopin nocturnes and several 
symphonic works. None of the 
pieces is intrinsically gay and 
only one of the composers 
(Tchaikovsky) a known homo¬ 
sexual. The music isn’t particu¬ 
larly sexy, unless a very moody 
atmosphere gets you hot. 

The producers would proba¬ 
bly explain that they meant to 
get listeners sensual not, well, 
physical. Advertising in Out and 
Advocate magazines, along with 
lots of promotion in the big 
record chains, proves their dedi¬ 
cation to the gay aesthetic. 
Personally, though, I think they 
missed the boat by not making 
all the composers gay, packag¬ 
ing a large baton with the disc, 
and including numbers like 
Dance of the Sugar Plum Fairy. 
Ravel’s Pavane for a Dead 
Princess is as gay as it gets. 

A rather jarring cut, out of 
place amongst the general sen¬ 
suous gloom of this disc, is a 
very gushy Dvorak Slavonic 
Dance, which is given a curious¬ 
ly Montovani-like touch by Kurt 
Masur and the New York 
Philharmonic. It isn’t sexy, but it 
is campy and a lot more fun than 
the balance of the disc. 

It may be nice to be recog¬ 
nized, but if you want to create 
an atmosphere with classical 
music, it would be cheaper to 
tape slow movements off the 
radio. Skip Sensual Classics 
and cut straight to the poster. ▼

group’s swan song. In many ways, 
Bernard was the Johnny Marr to 
Anderson’s Morrissey, and the 
thought of them never penning a 
tune together again seemed to 
spell doom for the band. 

The London Suede is hardly 
the Smiths though, and the band 
charged forward, finishing the 
record without Butler. In fact, 
“The Power,” a soaring anthem, 
was recorded without him. With 
bassist Mat Osman and drummer 
Simon Gilbert, it would seem 
that the group has enough talent 
to carry on without him. 

Their new guitarist, Richard 
Oakes, has not yet recorded with 
the band, so the jury’s still out on 
his songwriting ability. But as for 
aping Butler’s guitar lines, he 
seems a natural. “As soon as he 
found out Bernard had left the 
band,” Anderson explains, “he 
wrote in with a cassette of him 
playing our songs and a cassette 
of him playing his songs. It just 
blew us away. We rehearsed one 
song with him and we said, ‘You 
got the job, mate.’” 

So what should we expect 
from this new London Suede? 
Less overt sexuality and more 
introspective melodrama, if the 
new record is any indication. 
Hopefully, the young, gor¬ 
geous-looking Oakes will come 
off less pretensiously than 
Butler did, who always seemed 
as though he was “above” play¬ 
ing for gushing audiences. 
Judging by past San Francisco 
performances, there should 
definitely be plenty of adora¬ 
tion and swooning - from boys 
and girls alike - over the 
charismatic Anderson. And you 
better believe I’ll be right up 
front. ▼

ompact discs and the 
way I listen to music 
were made for each 
other. My typical 
response to a new album is to 
play it over and over, for days, 
sometimes weeks, a method that 
is ruinous to tapes or vinyl 
records, and not so great for the 
sanity of my unlucky neighbors. 
(One terrifying weekend, I alter¬ 
nated between two new CDs - 
Vivaldi horn concerti and 
Aretha Franklin’s Who’s 
Zoomin’ Who? - and I suspect 
my neighbors wished profound¬ 
ly that I would settle on a single 
personality and stick to it). 

Well, I’ve spent the last week 
Ferroning myself, and having a 
wonderful time in the process. 

I’d never listened to an entire 
Ferron album before her latest. 
Driver, but I’ve heard her 
enough to be able to say that this 
is excellent Ferron, with plenty 
of surprises. “Girl on the Road” 
is a gritty look at a working- 
class childhood and the special 
courage it takes to go on alone. 
And is there any truer picture of 
adolescence than this line from 
“Cactus”: “When I was young I 
was in service to my pain. On 
sunny days you’d find me walk¬ 
ing miles to look for rain.”? 


Ferron: style, elegance and grace memorably combined. 


“Call Me,” which may be my 
favorite, is a jazzy, bluesy look 
at the joys of life and love 
among the exes: “After Sally 
came, it’s like we fell apart... no 
more hands in pockets and 
whispered, denim doorway talks 
at night ... and until the facts 
shine through it might be better 
if we just don’t make a plan. But 
if there’s anything else I can do 
... why don’t you call me ...” 
And though it may just be 


fortysomething bonding, I dear¬ 
ly loved Ferron’s paean to turn¬ 
ing 40, “Independence Day.” 

Like many singers in the 
folk mode before her, Ferron 
speaks to the pain and poetry of 
everyday lives. That she does 
this with extraordinary musi¬ 
cally is a real gift to her listen¬ 
ers. I could go on, but a better 
idea would be to go and buy 
this album, and Ferron your¬ 
self. T

a rushed, mediocre effort. 


Besides improved musician- 
ship, better songwriting, and 
slicker production, Dog Man 
Star also displays a certain 
sophistication that the first record 
lacked. Much of the appeal of 
Suede rested with its Bowie 
musical stylings (Ziggy Stardust- 
era) and coy sexual lyrics, many 
of a homoerotic nature. They 
were a young band, wearing 
influences on their sleeves, with 
hormones-a-poppin.’ 

Like, really deep 

So yes, they’ve grown up. 
Anxious, well-meaning moan- 
ings have given way to more 
mature musings. “A lot of it has 
to do with aspects of stardom,” 
explained lead singer Brett 
Anderson in their press bio. 
“Using film stars as a metaphor 
for things like stardom and death 
and sex. There’s references to 
James Dean and there’s other 
things: loneliness and sadness. 
Racism crops up on ‘Black Or 
Blue.’ There’s simple love songs 
like ‘The Wild Ones.’ Violence 
and fantasy kind of fit in. The 
album was written almost as one 
long song. What’s it about? It’s 
about aspirations, what you can 
be, what you are, what you were 
bom as, lying about looking at 
the stars.” 

These are lofty pretenses for 
what many consider merely good 
rock songs. But then, Anderson 
has always had a healthy sense of 
his own importance, a fact easily 
evidenced by the band’s live 
show, where he commands the 
stage with such presence you’d 
think it was his natural habitat. 

You can see this for yourself 
on Sunday when the band plays 
the Fillmore. There will be one 
important difference though. 
Original guitarist Bernard Butler, 
who co-wrote all of the London 
Suede’s material, left the band 
shortly before the recording of 
Dog Man Star was completed.

Eartha Is 
Its Own Reward

out le Monde have 
been applauding 
Eartha Kitt at New 
York’s posh Cafe 
Carlyle, where it costs 
$40 to walk in the door. There’s 
a lower tariff for the singer’s 
current engagement at 
Kimball’s East; gentrified 
though it be, Emeryville is not 
yet Manhattan. Even cheaper is 
an enjoyable new recording 
from DRG. Called Back in 
Business, the singer’s 
first A- 
meri- 
c a n - 
made 
record¬ 
ing in 
30 years 
demon¬ 
strates 
just how 
vigorous 
the art of 
seduction 
can be. 

Although 
it’s afford¬ 
able, what do 
you get when 
you get a 
record of Eartha? You don’t get 
the visual, which is critical as 
Eartha is nearing the age of 70, 
and her considerable arsenal of 
gargles, growls and glissandos 
and other chicaneries has 
become the focus, not the acces¬ 
sory, of her art. 

Still, this recital is well 
done. Eartha proves spirited in 
Sondheim’s “Back in 


Business.” Though it may not 
be quite the perfect Sondheim 
number, it’s an ideal vehicle for 
Kitt. The singer is relaxed in 
the cleverly restrained, slow 
arrangements of “Ain’t 

Misbehavin’” and “Let’s 

Misbehave,” and she’s down¬ 
right languid in ballads like 
Ellington’s “Solitude” and 
Carmichael’s “The Nearness of 
You.” 

Although Ms. Kitt can be a 
bewitching maitresse, subjugat¬ 
ing standards 
at will, I pre¬ 
fer a less 
overt domi¬ 
nation. If 
it’s classics 
of cabaret 
repertoire 
you want, 
recent 
record¬ 
ings by 
Carol 
Sloan,

Screwing With Jesus 


Margery Kempe 
by Robert Gluck; High 
Risk Books/Serpents 
Tail; $11.95

P obert Gluck’s Margery 
; f Kempe is and is not 
|| about the 15th-century 
English religious 
fanatic of that name in the same 
way Gustave Flaubert’s 
Madame Bovary is and is not 
about a provincial adulteress. 

Both novels are autobiogra¬ 
phies in drag, their nominal 
leading ladies really only stand- 
ins for their authors’ projected 
fantasy selves. While Flaubert 
confessed the travesty extra-tex- 
tually (“Emma Bovary, c’est 
moil”), Gluck’s identification 
with his heroine is his book’s 
raison d’etre. Obsessed with 
Kempe’s obsession with “the 
manhood of Christ,” Gluck 
“kept Margery in mind for twen¬ 
ty-five years but couldn’t enter 
her love until I also loved a 
young man who was above me.” 

The historical Kempe is 
remarkable not only for her one¬ 
sided love affair with Jesus, but 
the conceptual/performance art 
she generated on this ecstatic 
theme. Kempe’s signature 
schtick was dressing in white 
and weeping; she went on to 
document these displays in the 
first autobiography in English, 
The Book of Margery Kempe. 
She wept, contemplating 
Christ’s passion, but also for 


earthier reasons, described in 
the third person: 

She had so much feeling for 
the manhood of Christ, that...if 
she saw a handsome man, she 
had great pain to look at him, 
lest she might see him who was 
both God and man. And there¬ 
fore she cried many times and 
often when she met a handsome 
man, and wept and sobbed bit¬ 
terly for the manhood of Christ 
as she went about the streets of 
Rome, so that those who saw her 
were greatly astonished at her, 
because they did not know the 
reason. 

Kempe was kind of a groupie 
gone haywire, muscling in on a 
crucifixion she relived in her 
mind’s eye and upstaging Jesus 
and Mary with her sorrow. Her 
book is an autobiography pre¬ 
cisely because she’s the star of 
her own fantasies, while her 
purported object of devotion, 
Jesus, is the merest pretext for 
her visions, her tears, her text. 
Part Karen Finley, part Cindy 
Sherman, Kempe seems to stand 
for the modern, untranscendent 
ego, too full of herself to disin¬ 
tegrate in rapturous contempla¬ 
tion of any abstract other who 
wouldn’t love her on her own 
terms. As mystics go, Kempe 
was an exhibitionist top. 

Gluck uses Kempe’s story in 
much the same way Kempe used 
Jesus’s: for his own ends. Gliick 
retells The Book of Margery 
Kempe as an erotic quest, in 


which Jesus ministers to his 
worshipper’s flesh: He pulled 
her hair aside and drew her clit 
into his mouth. “It’s too much." 
She squirmed away from the 
intensity. He rolled it on his 
tongue till he felt it rise. In a 
contemporary parallel, a first- 
person narrator details his 
unreasonable hunger for a 
younger man named L. Finally, 
the narrator/Margery become 
one in their hunt for L./Jesus: As 
Margery, I wake up and enter 
the dark street hoping to catch a 
glimpse of Jesus and trying to 
avoid him. I miss him frantically 
but can’t face his lack of inter¬ 
est. / didn ’t know I had a cunt 
till he wriggled his fingers 
inside me. 

Just as the “real” Margery 
Kempe made a salad of religious 
ecstasy and medieval show busi¬ 
ness, Gliick combines high poet¬ 
ry and the lower chakras to dev¬ 
astating effect. No one who 
reads his book will ever stare at 
a stained-glass window with the 
same unblinking eyes. ▼
